Americans Starved by 
the Spaniards, 


Truth About the Cuban War 
Becoming Known. 


Sudden Spasm of Indignation 
Seizes Senators. 


Foreign Affairs Committee - Now 
United for Radical Action—The 
Consular Reports Indicate Great 
Suffering in the Island. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, May 13.—There was 
a sudden and violent outbreak of Cuban 
sentiment at the Capitol today. and 
during the early hours the drift of 
opinion was strongly toward speedy 
radical action by both Congress. and 
the Executive, but later there was 
somewhat of a reaction upon its he- 
coming known that the President, while 
keenly alive to the situation, and 
anxious to learn everything possible 
that could guide his conduct of our 
Cuban and Spanish relations, felt that 
further information was necessary, and 
for the immediate present the question 
was not one of recignition of the bellig- 
erency or independence of the Cuban 
insurgents, but of relief for the Ameri- 
can citizens, destitute and helpicss in 
the towns of the Queen of the Antilles, 

The Senate Foreign Relations Co1n- 
mittee, it should be stated, while 
agreeing with the necessity for relief 
of the suffering Americans, is favor- 
able to more radical measures, and 2 
number of its members are earnestly 
desirous cf instant action by the Exrc- 
utive in aid of the insurgents, but 
have not succeeded in converting the 
administration to their views that 
present action is appropriate and im- 
perative. 

The event of the day was a report 
to their colleagues by a sub-committee 
of the Foreign Relations Committee 
which yesterday examined the State 
Department's Cuban reports. This 
stniement though not given the 
public, was so far disclosed in charac- 
ter as to give rise to a good deal of 
excited comment among Senators and 
meimnbers. The report, baged upon 
facts presented by the United States 
consuls in Cuba, it is said, brings cut 
in strong relief the destitution which 
exists, not only among Cubans, tut 
among the Americans and pacificos now 


| in the islands, who were driven trom 


their farms and into the towns by 
Weyler’s orders, and thereby 
ventcd from supporting themselves. 

For several days past the’ subiect 
matter of this report has been under 
discussion quietly, among a few of 
the friends of Cuba in Congress, and 
they have lost no opportunity of. im- 
pressing upon the President their con- 
victions that it is his duty, as the 
Chief Executive, to delay no longer in 
taking active steps to terminate the 
present condition of affairs in Cuba. 
These representations, however, have 
not been sufficient to induce hasty ac- 
tion. The President is moving stead- 
ily, and with all speed that safe and 
sound judgment warrant in the collec- 
tion of facts touching the conditions 
that exist upon the islands today. To 
this eud Mr. Calhoun is now in Cuba 
officiaily on another mission, but also 
charged with observing the conditions 
that prevail. 


When he kas reported to the Presi- 
dent and the latter has gathered what 
he regards as a sufficient store of in- 
formation, based on facts that cannot 
be questioned, he will be ready either 
to take himself, or to suggest to Con- 
gress such action“‘as these facts war- 
rant. Meanwhile he has under consid- 
eration the best means of affording re- 
lief to the Americans suffering as a 
result of the conditions on the islands. 

Today the President saw by appoint- 
ment Edwin W. Atkyns of Boston, who 
is largely interested in Cuban sugar 
plantations. Mr. Atkyns was in Wash- 
ington on personal business which 
brought him in contact with Secretary 
Long, an old friend. After finishing 
Mr. Atkyns’s business the Secretary 
took him to the White House and pre- 
sented him to the President. The lat- 
ter, learning that Mr. Atkyns has just 
returned from Cuba, began to chat 
with his visitor as to the condition of 
affairs as they revealed themselves to 
a business man, and Mr. Atkyns gave 
him a faithful picture of the economic 
conditions that prevailed in Havana 
and other portions of the island when 
he left. His story was so interesting 
that the President summoned Judge 
Day, Assistant Secretary of State, acrosg 
to the White House to hear it. 

Mr. Atkyns had very little to say 
about the military situation in Cuba, 
and what he did utter in that connec- 
tion did not indicate any leaning on 
his part toward either the Spanish or 
the insurgent side. 

At the Spanish legation the news of 
the developments at the Capitol today 
was received with composure. Of course 
the action of the committee could not 
be openly discussed without violation 
of the strict etiquette which governs 
the diplomatic body in its relations to 
Congress, but it Was suggested that 
the fact that the entire attention 9f the 
Senate for months to come would be 
engrossed by the Tariff Bill might 
have determined the friends of Cuba 
to endeavor to secure some: sort of ac- 
tion by Congress before discussion of 
the Tariff Bill begins. |

THE SENATE COMMITTEE. 


It Finds the Conditions Worse Than 


Newspaper Reports Indicate, 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WILE.) 
WASHINGTON, May 13.—The Sen- 
ate Committee on Foreign Relations 
today had the Cuban question under 
consideration on the basis of the report 
of the sub-committee, appointed yes- 
terday to confer with the President and 
Secretary Sherman. The report was 
prepared by Senator Davis and For- 
aker. Republican members Senator 
Morgan, the Democratic aiember, de- 
clining to participate in it. , 
The report consisted of a concise 
statement of the contents of the of- 
ficial reports from the American con- 
suls in Cuba, bringing thé information 
up to within a week. This report con- 
lirms the newspaper reports of the sit- 
uation in the island, and even goes far- 
ther in depicting the deplorable situa- 
tion than do most of the newspaper 
stories. Especial stress is iail upon the 

condition of American citizens. 

It is positively stated that hundreds 
are in ai starving condition, and 
wretchedly clothed. Death of Amer- 
icans from. starvation are daily re- 
ported. The Americans are scattered 
over all parts of the island, and are 
shown no consideration whatever be- 
cause of their American citizenship. 

The Americans are generally persons 
who reside on the plantations, but who 
have been driven from their homes to 
the towns, and who, being among 
Strangers, and without employment, 
are compelled to subsist on almost 
nothing. They are not allowed to re- 
turn to their plantations even to pick 
berries or secure the least article of 
subsistence. They are theoretically un- 
der the care of the Spanish army, but 
the army is without a commissairat. 
They have no means of leaving the 
island, Their condition is pronounced 
wholly deplorable, 

“The committee was especially im- 
pressed with this recital, and the opin- 
ion generally expressed was that the 
situation should be remedied, if pos- 
sible. It was considered as placing 
even a worse aspect upon the question 
of our relations to Cuba than the im- 
prisonment of Americans, of which 
there are now comparatively few in- 
stances. The report also indicates.a 
generally wretchéd condition of all the 
inhabitants of the island, because of 
the scarcity of food and money, es- 
pecially in the centers of population, 
and because also of the pressure of the 
most malignant diseases such as yel- 
low fever, smallpox and dysentery. 
These diseases the natives withstand 
with comparative ease, but they are 
especially oppressive to the Spanish 
soldiery. 

The reports indicate that the Spanish 
army is not so strong now as it was a 
year ago, largely on account of these 
ravages, while they indicate no diminu- 
tion of the insurgent forces. 

The reports upon which the sub-com- 
mittee’s brief was based. were from 
various consuls, including Consul-Gen- 
eral Lee. They make no recommenda- 
tions as to American policy, but 
merely give the situation as they see it. 

In view of the developments in the 
committee, Senator Morgan agreed not 
to press the consideration of his reso- 
lution today, but he will make an ef- 
fort to have the question made the 
unfinished businéss Monday at 2 
o'clock. 

This acquiescene on the Alabama 
Senator’s part to temporarily delay is 
understood to be given under the im- 
pression that it will result in bringing 
to the resolution the support of the en- 
tire Committee on Foreign Relations. 
This will, of course, materially 
strengthen the resolution in the Sen- 
ate, and it is believed by its friends 
that it will expedite its passage there. 

It is now probable that the commit- 
tee will not make any formal report, 
and that the correspondence will not 
be given to the public for the present. 
The delay by the committee until. Mon- 
day is for the purpose of giving the 
President an opportunity to act. Rep- 
resentations have been made by him 
that there is no necessity for imme- 
diate action. It is has also been repre- 
sented that recognition ought to be by 
the Executive and not by the legisla- 
tive branch of the government. The 
President has been urged to take some 
steps looking to the relief of the starv- 
ing Americans. It is the belief of the 
members of the committee that the 
President will take action before Mon- 
day, but if nothing is done by the time 
there is no doubt that the committee 
will urge Senator Morgan's resolution 
in the strongest terms possible. Some 
members may raise a _ constitutional 
question against it, but will not press 
it 


The members of the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee have recommended to 
the President that, if ncessary to secure 
the landing of food and clothing to re- 
lieve the wants of Americans, they 
should be accompanied by an American 
warship. The committee has a list of 
over one hundred Americans said to be 
starving. They are represented to be 
corraled in towns and unable to get 
food, even if they had money to pro- 
cure it. The correspondence represented 
that there were thousands of Cubans 
in this condition. 

RESOLUTION FOR RELIEF. 

WASHINGTON, May 13. — Senator 
Gallinger has introduced a joint resolu- 
tion appropriating $50,000 for the relief 
of the suffering Amerieans in Cuha. 
The resolution went to the Tcreizn Re- 
lations Committee. Speakiny cf his res- 
olution for an appropriation for the 
American people in Cuba, Senator Gal- 
linger said: 

“I am informed that American. citi- 
zens are starving in Cuba. A gentleman 
who recently came from Cuba told me 
that such was the fact. [ am informed 
that reports in the State Department 
corroborate the statement. The picture 
drawn of distress is most harrowing. 
These reports contain American names, 
so that there cannot be any doubt of 
the correctness of the report, so that I 
am of the opinion that while we are 
sending aid to India and to the starv- 
ing people on the Mississippi it would 
be proper to pay some attention to the 
American people who are starving in 
Cuba. I asked to have the resolution 
referred to the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee for such action as it may deem 
best to take.”

Won't Quit Until He 
Gets Domokos. 


Stands Oif the Powers and 
Orders Edhem On. 


The Pasha Thinks He Can Bag 
the Greek Army. 


Hellenes Will Evacuate and Fall 
Back on the Old Frontier—Volo 
and Salonica Gulfs Blockaded. 
Movement Against Prevesa.

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 13.—[By 
Atlantic Cable.} The foreign ambas- 
sadors held another conference today, 
after which, Baron Calice, the Austro- 
Hungarian Ambassador, called upon 
Tewfik Pasha, the Turkish Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, and renewed the pro- 
posal of an armistice which was pre- 
sented yesterday. The opinion is gen- 
eral in Turkish circles that until the 
occupation of Domokos, which is mo- 
mentarily expected, the Porte will not 
grant an armistice. 

DOMOKOS THE ISSUE. 

LONDON, May 13.—The situation at 
the scene of hostilities appears to be 
that Turkey is determined to occupy 
Domokos before consenting to an armis- 
tice, and that Greece is convinced of 
the impossibility of holding out against 
the serious attack which Edhem Pasha 
is preparing to deliver. 

It has been decided to evacuate Do- 
mokos and to fall back upon the old 
frontier. This plan will probably be 
carried out tomorrow if it has not al- 
ready been carried out, and thus the 
way will be opened for peace negotia- 
tions. 

The powers are in no mood to yield 
overmuch to the demands of Turkey. 
The war has had quite an unexpected 
effect in revealing an amazing military 
vitality in the Sultan's dominions, 
which is in no way to the humor of 
Russia or the other powers. Hence 
the Sultan will be reminded that it 
was his original misgovernment. which 
led to the war; only the influence of 
Europe haa prevented a general blaze 
in the Balkans, and that it is advisible 
for him, therefore, to accept reason- 
able terms. 

THE POINT OF DANGER. 

LONDON, May 13.—A dispatch to the 
Times from Domokos, dated Wednes- 
day, reports the increased activity of 
the foreign legion, which has been or- 
dered to proceed to the left flank of 
the Greek army, near Lake Tynias. This 
is regarded as an indication of the 
point of danger. 

EDHEM AFTER GLORY. 

LONDON, May 14.—The correspon- 
dent of the Standard at Constantino- 
ple says: “Edhem Pasha has wired to 
the Porte that he is quite certain of 
being able to capture Domokos and the 
Greek army as well, and, in response 
pressing orders have been sent to the 
Turkish staff to go ahead with 
greatest energy regardless of diplo- 
macy. General military preparations 
continue here on the largest scale.” 

GREEKS WILL EVACUATE. 

LONDON, May 14,—The_ correspond- 
ent of the Morning Post at Domokos, 
under yesterday’s date, says: “It has 
been decided to evacuate the position, 
and a large number of troops have al- 
ready left, It is freely asserted that 
the war is over.”’

MACEDONIAN UPRISING. 


Four Thousand Insurgents Reported 
to be Advancing. 
[RY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

LONDON, May 13.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] A dispatch to the Daily Chronicle 
from Athens says that Greeks who 
have arrived there from Damia report 
a Macedonian rising in the district be- 
tween Selfdez and Koziani. The Times, 
an Athens evening paper, states there 
has been a rising in Central Macedonia; 
that 4000 insurgents have captured the 
pass forming a part of the principal line 
of communications of the Turkish army 
and that they are advancing toward 
Elassona and are preparing to unite 
forces with the bands under Daveli, 
Zermas and other Macedonia chiefs. 

The activty*of Turkish military pre- 
parations, which is in no way abated 
in the diplomatic negotiations, may 
possibly be explained by the following 
statement of a high Turkish official: 

“The Russians are putting a high 
price on the moral support they ex- 
tended to us during the Armenian trou- 
ble, but the demands now made upon 
us are so exorbitant that their accept- 
ance would be tantamount to resigning 
our title as a free nation.” 

RALLI TALKS. 

LONDON, May 13.—The Athens corre- 
spondent of the Daily Telegraph says: 
“M. Ralli, who’ visited the captured 
Turkish steamer Georgios on her arrival 
here, informed her officers that the 
government has decided to treat the 
vessel as a prize of war and to utilize 
her as a transport ship. Mabrouk 
Fahmy, Ibrahim Roushdi, Abdullah 
Fekri and Ahmed Mammond, ali of 
whom are ‘officers of the Khedive's 
household, denied that they had any 
knowledge that there were arms aboard 
and declared that they believed that 
the boxes contained preserves, as they 
were so disguised. Later, however, 
Abdullah admitted that he knew the 
contents of the. boxes, but said there 
was no intention to use them against 
the Greek army. 

“M. Ralli gave instructions that they 
be taken to Nauplion as prisoners and 
be well treated. hey all testified to 
the kindness of their captors. I ac- 
companied him on, board after they 
had left. He visited the admiral of 
the American cruiser San Francisco be- 
fore returning to Athens.

“There has been no real attack by 
the Greek fleet upon: Prevesa, but only 
a bombardment to facilitate the land- 
ing of the ships. The Turkish fort- 
resses at Nikopolis and Prevesa fired 
now onthe fleet and now landward, 
proving that the Greek army is advanc- 
ing. One afternoon Helen Constan- 
tinides entered the engagement. Tele- 
graphic communications have been 
cut between Prevesa and Janina and 
the Turks have retired to Phiaio Cas- 
tro. The action of the fleet enable 3000 
volunteers to land on the Louros side, 
and the Greek gunners destroyed sev- 
eral convoys bound for Prevesa.” 


“FATHER WAS RIGHT.” 


SO SPAKE YOUNG HARRY HAZEN 
AND DIED. 


A Dissipated Youth Commits Saicide 

, with the Same Weapon His 
Father Did — Father and Son 
Went the Same Way.

KANSAS CITY (Mo.,) May 13.— 
Harry E. Hazen, 21 years old, com- 
mitted suicide here tonight in a room 
over a Walnut-street saloon, where he 
was drinking and carousing with an- 
other youth and two women, in whose 
presence the tragedy occurred. The 
young man took his life with the same 
revolver with which his father, W. E. 
Hazen, a special examiner in the ser- 
vice of the Federal Department of Jus- 
tice, killed himself at Carson City, 
Nev., about three years ago.

Fishing Vessel Loubat and a Party 
of Gold-hunters Lost:

NEW YORK, May 13.—A dfspatch to 


the Herald from Buenos Ayres says 


that United States Minister Buchanan 
has begun an investigation to find out, 
if possible, what has become of the 
American fishing vessel Joseph Lou- 
bat, which, it is feared, has been lost 
somewhere between this port and 
Terra del Fuego. 

The vessel, which was commanded by 
Capt. T. H. Connors, and which had 
on board Moses Ransome, a wealthy 
American, and several prominent 
young men from Cleveland, O., left 
Buenos Ayres in January on a search 
for gold.

Minister 
Buchanan has undertaken the investi- 
gation at the request of the American 
relatives and friends of the men aboard 
the Loubat, who are anxious to ascer- 
tain as much as possible regarding the 
movements. of the vessel since she was 
last seen. 

Mr. Ransome is a man of considera- 
ble wealth, and is a close personal 
friend of Senator Mark Hanna of Ohio. 
With him on the Loubat were Charles 
Ransome, his son; Kirk Gardiner, a 
son of a former Mayor of Cleveland; 
Douglass Perkins, Jr., son of a capital- 
ist f Cleveland: Walter Powers and 
W.H. Huntington, engineers; William 
Harris, a draughtsman, and Hugh 
Hinds. 

Just before the departure of the ves- 
sel Mr Ransome stated that his desti- 
nation was Sluggard'’s Bay, Tierra del 
Fuego. He knew, he said, gold was 
abundant in that vicinity, and with an 
invention which he had recently per- 
fected and which he carried along, he 
hoped to realize a fortune for himself 
and his comrades.

were seized. All of the dozen of fair 
gamblers were women of . rank and 
fashion, and they assumed the names of 
notorious courtesans to avoid publicity.

The raid was made by a large force of 
police sent secretly to Thuin from this 
city. They entered the town in plain 
'clothes, and arrived at the gambling 
house without attracting the attention 
of the proprietor or his agents. 

The police broke down the doors of 
the main entrance and rushed into the 
big salon. Business was in full blast. 
Fashionable gamblers surrounded all 
the tables. Two girls, who said, when 
captured, that they were Americans, 
Sat at a poker table in a remote corner 
with a party of Frenchmen. 

When the police appeared all the wo- 
men began screaming. Several fainted, 
most of the Men made a mad rush for the 
windows, only to fall into the hands of 
patrols outside.

INSURGENT SUCCESSES. 


Gen, Lono Laid a Trap and Was 
Beaten With Great Loss. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
_ NEW. YORK, May 13.—A dispatch to 
the, Mlerald from Havana, via Key West, 


Fla, says; 

“Appare reliable news of the most 
important insurgent success in months 
has just reached Havana. It appears 
that Gen. Calixto Garcia and Gen. Rabi 
fell 6n a Spafiish force which was carry- 
ing food and supplies from Manzanillo 
to Bayamo, early last week, captured 
the @onvoy, routed Gen. Lono’s column 
and pursued him go vigorously that he 
fled }to the coast with the remnant of 
his brigade and took a ship at Cabo de 
Cruz. for Manzanillo. It is said that 
so 8@Vere Wére the losses and so thor- 
oughly disorganized were his men that 
the Spanish general did not dare to 
attempt to retrace his steps to Man- 
zanillo by land, fearing that he would 
be again attacked and this time wiped 
out of existence. This engagement, 
which is regarded as more important 
than any battle since that of Caecara- 
jacara, goes to show how helpless the 
Spanish are in the country east of the 
trecha. What is known of the affair 
came in a private letter to a Spanish 
officer here. 

“Gen. Lono laid a trap for the in- 
surgents. Believing the convoy would 
be attacked, he sent a mule train ahead 
with a scant escort, intending to flank 
the rebels while the estort held their 
fire. His force is said to have been be- 
tween fifteen hundred and two thou- 
sand. Garcia, with between six hundred 
and one thousand men, waited for the 
convoy three leagues from Bayamo. 
He was told by his scouts that there 
was a large Spanish force following the 
poorly-protected mule train and, sus- 
pecting a trick, he allowed the pack 
mules and small escort to pass without 
molestation, and placed his men in an 
advantageous positiontoawait the com- 
ing of Lono. 

“The Spanish, eagerly awaiting the 
sound of firing ahead, which would tell 
them the train had been attacked, 
marched straight into the trap. Dis- 
mayed by the sharp musketry fire from 
ambush, the Spaniards fied, utterly de- 
moralized. when the Cubans charged 
them with machetes. As has been gen- 
erally the case, the Spanish infantry, 
having been subjected to a heavy fire, 
did not long oppose the machete with 
the bayonet. ‘In a few minutes the re- 
treat was general. _ 

“Gen, Lono and his staff by desperate 
efforts succeeded in rallying a few hun- 
dred men for another stand, but al- 
though they opposed the insurgent ad- 
vance with a brisk fire, it was evident 
that the day was lost. Fearing that 
a. movement among the Cubans meant 
an attempt to surround them, the Span- 
ish broke and ran. Thus the defeat 
»ecame a rout. The insurgent forces 
were divided, one division pursuing Gen. 
Lono and.the other going to capture 
the. arms, This last 

Vv n’easy task.” 
‘commander, with the 
retreating main body, "was harassed 
for ten miles. He decided to abandon 
the regular road back ‘to Manzanillo, 
fearing he would be interrupted as 
Gen. Reyes had been a few days be- 
fore. The victorious Cubans were on 
the road to Bayamo, his provisions 
were lost, and his men were practi- 
cally without food. The only way he 
saw to escape With the remnant of his 
forces was to make for the coast at 
f& point many miles from Manzanillo. 
He marched nearly forty miles, 
reached Cape Cruz and sent word to 
Manzanillo. A passenger steamer was 
pressed into service, and earried the 
dest ondent soldiers ‘back to Manzan- 
illo. 

“So fierce was the fighting and so 
ewift their retreat, that they were able 
to carry off but few of their wounded. 
The @etails are not yet learned. In- 
deed, officially there is as yet no report 
of any engagement between Garcia and 
Lono, but the news reached Havana 
nevertheless. 

“Gen. Gomez upon hearing of Wey- 
ler’s declaration that Santa Clara was 
pacified, issued a proclamation of his 
own, declaring Santiago de Cuba and 
Puerto Principe ‘pacified.’ 

“There was some firing on the out- 
skirts of Havana at 2 o’clock last Sat- 
urday morning. About fifty shots were 
fired by a sentry who, it is said, 
thought he detected insurgents. There 
has been no official explanation of the 
firing, and the censor would not permit 
any mention of the report that a 
party of insurgents had made a mid- 
night demonstration in that quarter. 
Every effort was made to create the 
impression that the affair was insignifi- 
cant, but that there was considerable 
firing, followed by a rapid movement 
af soldiers to*the Jesus del Monte dis- 
trict, where the. firing occurred, there 
cannot be the slightest doubt. As the 
rebels,are very strong in Havana, the 
fact that there was such firing caused 
much excitement. The next day inquiry 
Was-useless. The palace officials prefer 
that the affair be wrapped in mystery.

ANOTHER CONFERENCE. 


President McKinley is Asked What 
He Intends to Do. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

CHICAGO, May 13.—A special to the 
Times-Herald from Washington says. 

“An important conference held at the 
White House between President Mc- 
Kinley and Senators Davis, Foraker 
and Morgan of the Foreign Relations 
Committee, was the result of the deci- 
sion reached by the committee not to 
continue the debate in the Senate on 
Senator Morgan’s resolution recogniz- 
ing the belligerency of Cubans until 
the exact policy of the administration 
had’ been defined. This was paftly due 
to the semi-official announcement 
made by Senator Foraker that the ad- 


would treat the Cuban question in the 
proper way when the time came. 

“The members. of the committee 
plainly asked the President what he 
intended to do. In confidence he told 
them that it was not his purpose at 
present to change the attitude of the 
administration, or t6 do anything 
which could be construed hy Spain as 
a manifestation of sympathy with the 
insurgents. For that reason, he said, 
he had refrained from sending war- 
ships to Havana to protect American 
interests. The President told the Sena- 
tors that so long as the status quo was 
maintained and until overt acts were 
committed by the Spanish, involving 
the lives of property of American citi- 
zens, the administration would not 
change its existing position. 

“The Senators asked for some official 
information about the state of affairs 
in Cuba, and complained because this 
information had been withheld. The 
President replied thait if the official re- 
ports of,Consul-General Lee and other 
consuls on the island were made public 
they would inevitably provoke a riot 
in Havana. He satd‘that he was will- 
ing to let the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee have all the information in the 
possession of the government, if it 
would be carefully guarded. This was 
really what the Senators wanted, and 
after their interview with the Presi- 
dent they visited Secretary Sherman 
for the purpose of arranging with him 
the means of communicating the infor- 


mation. 

“It is probable that no reports will 
actually be sent to the committee, but 
that the chairman and certain mem- 
bers will be permitted to read the re- 

ts on file in the State Department. 
| From what the President said and 
from what is already known of the 
tenor of the Consul-General’s reports, 
it is evident that Gen. Lee’s sympa- 
thies are with the insurgents. Besides 
the investigation of the Ruiz case, it is 
said that one of the main,.purposes of 
Mr. Calhoun’s visit to Havana-will. be 
to establish the truth of the statements 
‘Ynade by Gen. Lee and other consular 
agents of the United States. 7 

“A conference was also held at Sec- 
retary Sherman’s home, to decide what 
part of the official reports from Cuba 
should be given to the public through 
the press. The members of the Foreign 
Relations Committee who visited the 
White House were present, It was the 
general opinion that the administration 
should deal frankly with the press re- 
garding Cuban information, and that 
nothing should be given out for the 
purpose of misleading the public or 
concealing the true situation.”

DEEP IN ITS HEART 18 THE IN-

CLEVELAND (0.,) May 13.—Nearly 
four hundred of the leading business 
and professional:men of the city at- 
tended the annual banquet of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce at the Hollenden this 
evening. The guest of the evening was 
Archbishop Ireland, all the others in 
attendance being members. After the 
banquet, President W, H.. Warner, 
after a neat. speech, outlining the 
achievments and . prospects of the 
Chamber, announced the toasts. 

Senator M, A. Hanna responded to the 
toast: ‘“Cleveland—industrial and com- 
mercial.’’ 

Archbishop Ireland spoke upon ‘The 
sure foundation. of a true citizen- 
ship.”” He spoke in part as follows: 

“The greatness of America is her 
democracy. America, as ho other na- 
tion, honors manhood, consecrates its 
rights and gives it the freedom to de- 
velop its powers and satisfy its am- 
bitions. America is the nation of the 
people—governed for the people, by the 
people and to become one people of 
America it suffices to be a man. In 
this country all men are equal in citi- 
zenship; there is no civil or political 
privilege for the few; there is no civil 
or political inferiority for the many. 
The power of America is her democ- 
racy. I have myself the fullest faith 
in the democracy ‘of America because 
I have faith in the people of America 
and because the democracy of this 
country has, amid terrific trials, proved 
its right and power to live. I have 
faith, too, in the future democracy of 
the world, because the manifest evo- 
lution of humanity is toward that end, 
and the being who moves humanity 
makes no mistake. 

“I admit that democracy requires 
‘delicate and constant care, and that its 
safety will be the reward only of never- 
ceasing vigilance. Whence will come 
to democracy the potency of morality? 
With reverence I pronounce the sacred 
word—conscience. Conscience ruling, 
Americans will be a law-abiding peo- 
ple; for righteousness commands obedi- 
ence to law, proclaims that the law of 
the’ nation is the law or the Supreme 
Governor of men and of nations—Al- 
mighty God. Americans will respect 
the rights of their fellow-citizens; 
conscience bids them know that no one 
lives for himgelf alone, and that so- 
ciety With its rights and its institutions 
is of divine mould. A’ fiation without 
conscience ‘is a’ nation without a soul 
The. soorier the earth is rid of it, the 
better it is for humanity. Nothing 
good or great can come from it. 

“What will foster conscience in the 
citizens of America? I answer re- 
ligion—the sense of a Supreme Ruler, 
ruling the whole universe, from ithe 
tiniest flower to the mightiest sun; 
ruling man and ageregations of man; 
rewarding and punishing. Patriotism 
is never so potent as when it is iden- 
tified with religion... 

“The crisis for democracy will come 
when comes the crisis for religon. Evil 
days for America are those when ag- 
nosticism and materialism are 
preached through the land; when man 
is told that he is but a piece of 
mechanism, which no free will con- 
trois; that he is but a grain of dust, 
tossed up for a while in the air, soon 
to be driven back into the common 
heap, having no responsibility, | no 
hope save what clay and stones around 
him have. Fortunately for America, 
deep in the hearts of Americans lies 
the instinct of religion: Americans 
will never believe that an infinite in- 
telligence does not rule the universe; 
that the soul of man is not spiritual 
or immortal. They will never permit

LATER ACCOUNT. 


Ahvote and His Gan—The Four Dead 
Men Identified.

ELDORADO CANYON (Nev.,) May 
13.—An Indian called Ahvote shot and 
killed two teamsters of the Southwest- 
ern Mining Company named Lee Fran- 
zen and Ben Jones, on the ore road, 
between the mines and the mill, thie 
afternoon, and then went on to the 
cabin of Christopher Neilson, a pros- 
pector, and killed him, also. The team- 
eters left the mine this afternoon on 
the down trip, but did not arrive at the 
mill on time. 

Manager Charles Gracey, supposing 
them to have broken down, did not sus- 
pect anything out of the way until an 
Indian came to the office about 6 p.m. 
and reported that Ahvote had taken a 
gun and might kill the teamsters. Mr. 
Gracey at once sent a man on horse- 
back. About six miles up the cafion the, 
man found the teams standing quietly 
while the bodies of the teamsters lay 
on the ground near their wagons. He 
returned and warned the people at the 
mill. 

A. H. Gracey, foreman of the mill, 
drove with ten men to the scene of the 
shooting and brought the bodies.to the 
mill. Franzen had several bullet holes 
in his body, and Jones one just below 
the heart. A party went up to Neilson’s 
cabin this morning and found him dead 
in his bed. 

A Chinaman just arrived reports that 
Charley Monahan, who lives along the 
banks of the river, was shot dead in 
bed. It is feared that the Indian has 
several more victims who live along the 
route he probably took after killing 
the teamsters. A posse from the White 
Hills is in pursuit.

Sehorn, editor of the Willows Journal, 
Glenn county, made a pressing appeal 
today at San Quentin to be locked up 
for eight years for manslaughter. 

“I have no warrant for your com- 
mitment,’ said Warden Hale, “and 
‘must refuse your request.” 

“Then I shall stay around here un- 
til I am locked up,” was the reply. 
Sehorn waited at the prison until late 
in the evening, hoping he would not 
have to spend another day out of the 
walls. At last he went to the hotel 
near the prison gates, there to re- 
main nntil necessary papers for his 
incarceration are furnished. 

“I have been found guilty of man- 
slaughter,” Sehorn explained, “and as 
the Supreme Court has affirmed the 
decision of the Glenn county court, I 
hastened here to surrender myself. My 
first obligation is to my bondsmen, 
those good friends of mine who stood 
by me in my hour of trial. I want 
to release them so they may not feel 
uneasy about me. That is the rea- 
son I desire to begin to serve my 
sentence. It may look very strange, 
my trying to break into jail, but 1 
realize there are eight long years be- 
fore me within San Quentin’s walls, 
and I am eager to begin at once to 
serve my time. It would look more 
natural for a man to stave it off as 
long as possible, but in my case I 


can have no peace of mind till the 
punishment begins.” 
Sehorn was convicted of shooting 


and killing Dr. J. E. Putnam, a drug- 
gist at Willows, two years ago. Se- 
horn still maintains that he shot in 
self-defense.

SNAKE DANCE. 


¥ORK,—May~13.—Those_ who 


LECTURE ON THE SECRED CERE- 
MONIAL OF THE MOQUI INDIANS. 


Interesting Facts About That Pecu- 
liar Tribe—They Are Partial to 
Dolis—How to. Distinguish a 
Maiden from an Old Maid. 


Snakes have been an interesting sub- 
ject of investigation since the days of 
Adam and Eve to the present time. 
Prof. Wharton James of Pasadena gave 
a lecture last evening in the rooms of 
the Los Angeles School of Art and De- 
sign which, while it did not point as 
grand and instructive a moral as the 
snake story that comes down to us from 
the Garden of Eden, was nevertheless 
most interesting, while at the same 
time its illustrations adorned a well- 
told tale. 

The lecture was given under the aus-. 
pices of the Southern California Acad- 
emy of Sciences, and the subject, as an- 
nounced, was the “Snake Dancers of 
the United States.’’ Only about forty 
persons were present, but that fact 
should not be interpreted as a re- 
flection on the lecturer, nor on his 
chosen subject. His remarks were 
principally confined to the customs of 
the Moqui Indians and their household 
methods, stress being laid on their pe- 
culiar snake dance, which is one of the 
most notable custonis of that tribe. Be- 
fore enlarging on that peculiar feature 
of the Moquis, he cited several in- 
stances of their household life, among 
which the strongest was the transposi- 
tion of work by the males and females. 
All the heavy manual labor was per- 
formed by the latter, whereas the males 
had the “soft snaps,”’ such as the knit- 
ting of stockings, weaving of blankets, 
making of baskets and other light jobs. 
He further pointed out, and which was 
further explained by one of the en- 
larged photographic views, that the 
Moquis were exceedingly partial to 
dolls, dolls of all sizes, shapes and 
kinds, and that it was a mighty poor 
Moqui family that could not boast of at 
least eight hundred such lares, manes 
and penates. He further described how 
it was possible for a stranger who was 
fafhiliar with their customs to readily 
distinguish between a young girl, a 
growp-up maiden, a young married wo- 
man, an old maid and a widow. All 
these differences, he explained, could 
be discerned by the way each one of 
them wore her hair. The “squash-blos- 
son” style, he said, was the one which 
young particularly affected, 
and they took great pains to see that it 
was arranged in due ‘“‘squash-blossom” 
style, no doubt, although he did not 
Say so, that it was the outward and 
visible sign of their being duly eligible 
to enter upon the martimonial state. 

Speaking of the profoundly religious 
sentiment which pervaded the Moqui 
character he described it as being 
worthy of the highest eulogism, and 
that so far as he had had occasion to 
observe the Moquis were even more re- 
ligious than the inhabitants of Pasa- 
dena. He then proceeded to give a de- 
scription, illustrated by stereoptican 
views, of the Moqui snake dance, which 
in. the matter of snake dances remains 
unique. He said that all Pueblo Indians 
regard the Moqui snake dance as the 
very highest of sacred ceremonies. In- 
dians, called gatherers, were sent out 
several days in advance of the day on 
Which the ceremonial was held to 
gather all the snakes they could find 
and bring’ them to headquarters. Any 
old thing in the shape of a snake went, 
preference being given to _ rattlers. 
When a sufficient number had been 
caught runners or heralds were sent out 
with instructions to notify all Indians 
of the surrounding country that the 
great sacred ceremonial of the Moqui 
snake dance would take place on a 
certain day. The snakes, which usually 
numbered 150, were carefully penned up 
in a small close corral about three feet 
square, from which there was no pos- 
sibilty xit. When the regular sacred 
ritual had been gone through by the 
two presiding high priests, four Indians 
in attendance were selected to go to 
the corral in which the snakes were 
penned up. These four make a hole in 
the bottom of the corral sufficiently 
large to insert their arm, and reaching 
in each one grabbed all the snakes he 
could. When he had drawn them forth-- 
some of the grabbed as many as three 
and four—he siarted off on aquick run, 
still holding the snakes in his hand, in‘ 
a northerly direction; the second indian 
started out with his snakes in a south- 
erly direction and each of the others 
with their snakes in hand in easterly 
and westerly directions. Herein, as ex- 
plained the lecturer, was the signifi- 
cance of this celebrated dance: When 
each runner reached some point in the 
valley below he carefully knelt down 
and, placing his mouth near to the 
snakes he had carried, whispered to 
them all the good things his tribe 
wished for and which the snakes on be- 
ing let fre2 were supposed to convey to 
the spirits of those all-powerful ones 
who exercised sway over all good living 
Indians. . 

There was one other matter of inter- 
est to which the lecturer alluded. He 
said that it was very seldom that an 
Indian during the sacred ceremony was 
bitten by a rattler. When, however, 
such an accident did happen they 
promptly applied an antidote to the 
wound, the composition of which was a 
secret to the Moqui tribe. He said that 
the United Scates government hai been 
trying through its various Indian 
agents to find out what this antidote 
was composed of, but without avail. 
The Indians had always refused to 
make it known.

Fitzsimmons has stated that the 
stomach punch was accomplished with 
a right-hand feint and a ‘‘left shift.’

When the knock-out came, Corbett 
was sliding forward in a knock-kneed 
sort of a shuffle.

Here is where the solar-plexus punch 
comes in. The left lead has left Cor- 
bett’s stomach comparatively unguard- 
ed. Fitzsimmons steps quickly forward, 
sliding Corbett’s arm over his shoul- 
der to the elbow. Then he hooks his 
left fist into the pit of Corbett’s stom- 


ach. Corbett is seen toppling slowly 
forward, with open mouth. His right 
hand reaches for the floor. His right 


knee follows. He seems to be helpless. 
As Corbett sinks to the floor with Fitz- 
simmons looming above him, one may 
pee in the picture the long left arm of 
the Australian swing back, then come 
forward in a swift upper-cut for the 
left point of Corbett’s jaw. 

As the blow stars, it seems that 
Fitzsimmons realizes what he is doing. 
He appears to try with all his might 
to hold the blow back. But it lands, 
however. Corbett’s right glove is on 
the floor when he catches it. Fitz- 
simmons’s back is turned to the spec- 
tators, but the pictures show the sweep 
of the glove very plainly. The referee 
stands beyond both men, at a cistance 
of about six feet. 

There is an agreement between the 
fighters that when one of them is 
knocked down, the other shall retire to 
a distance of ten feet. Corbett is down. 
Fitzsimmons does not retire until he 
has given the Californian a wallop on 
the jaw while the  latter’s glove is 
touching the floor. It does not seem 
to do much harm. It knocks the Cali- 
fornian’s head to one side about two 
feet. Then Fitzsimmons realizes what 
he has done, he steps away to the re- 
quired distance, and the fight comes to 
an end.”’ 

Dan Lynch, manager of Tom Sharkey, 
said: “Why, it’s a foul, as plain as 
day. Now I guess that people will be- 
lieve me when I say that Fitzsimmons 
fouled Sharkey. The blow on Corbett’s 
jaw is as plain as the nose on your 
face. He was hit after he had fallen 
to the floor from the stomach punch.” 

“I have said all I care to say about 
the foul,” said Manager Brady. “I 
would like to ask, however, how any- 
body can tell just what effect this blow 
had on the result of the fight? We are 
not going to make a fuss about it. The 
pictures speak for themselves. All we 
want is another try at Fitzsimmons.” 

“The Corbett people are a lot of sore- 
heads,” said Martin Julian. “Any foul 
that Fitzsimmons may have committed 
would not have killed a fly.

FULL TEXT OF THE 


OPINION. 


A PARENT’S LEGAL RELATIONS TO 
HIS OFFSPRING. 


The Story of a Twisted Thumb Gets 
Twisted—The Pitifal Story 
of IAttle Mabel 
Brown. 


Dave Brown, the fireman, will not 
be tried for cruelty to his daughter 
Mabel. The complaint against him has 
been. dismissed and Dave Brown and 
his wife, Mabel’s stepmother, dis- 
charged. This was the decision which 
Justice Owens yesterday rendered on 
a motion to dismiss the complaint. 

The gist of the opinion which Justice 
Owens handed down in the matter is as 
follows: 

“A great many péople will condemn 
the method used to inflict the punish- 
ment, but the important question is not 
the method used, but the result. Was 
unjustifiable pain inflicted within the 
purview of said statute? parent 
naturally and properly must have con- 
siderable discretion in the method em- 
ployed and the amount of punishment 
to be infilcted in correcting his child, 
and I am of the opinion that Defendant 
Dave Brown did not exceed his natural 
and legal rights in this case.” 

The opinion in full is as follows: 

“Defendants are complained against 
that on the 27th day of April, 1897, they 
did wilfully and unlawfully inflict un- 
justifiable physical pain upon a child, 
to wit: Upon one Mable Brown, by 
beating, striking and choking said 
Mable Brown, said Dave Brown being 
then and there the parent and father of 
said child, and said Mabel Brown being 
then and there a minor of the age of 
14 years. 

“This complaint is brought under 
section 4 of an act relating to children, 
approved March 30, 1878, the material 
part of which reads as follows: ‘Who- 
ever shall wilfully cause or permit any 
child to suffer, or who shall inflict 
thereon any unjustifiable physical pain, 

. . Shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor.’ 

“The evidence upon the part of the 
people shows, in substance, that the 
daughter Mabel was absent from home 
for several days; that she returned 
home on Saturday; that her stepmother 
said that if she behaved herself she 
would not tell her father, the defen-

dant, Dave Brown; that on Tuesday, 
the 27th of April, the stepmother told 
defendant, Dave Brown something 
about his daughter Mabel, but what it 
was does not appear; that then de- 
fendant, Dave Brown, exclaimed, ‘You 
will break my heart,’ and took hold of 
his daughter Mabel by the neck and 
choked her and threw her down upon 
the floor; that this lasted fir a minute 
or so, and she said, ‘Papa, do not hurt 
me,’ and he then desisted; that in fall- 
ing upon the floor her thumb got 
sprained some little, and she com- 
plained that her neck was sore from 
the effects of the choking; that the next 
day Dr. Hdgan, the police surgeon, 
examined her neck, but was not able 
to discover any marks nor any swell- 
ing, and that his attention was not 
called to her thumb. Mabel stated that 
she was not hurt much, but that her 
neck was sore and some swollen after- 
wards. No blows whatever were 
struck, and Mrs. Brown was not con- 
nected with the affair. 

“The people rested,.and the defen- 
dant’s attorney moved that the com- 
plaint be dismissed upon the ground 
that the evidence was not sufficient to 
sustain a conviction. 

“The sole question is, ‘Did Defendant 
Dave Brown inflict unjustifiable physi- 
cal pain upon his daughter?’ The de- 
a bearing upon this question are 
ew. 

“The Supreme Court of Vermont in 
the case of Sanders vs. Seaver, 32 Vt., 
114, uses the following language: “The 
parent, unquestionably, is answerable 
only for malice or wicked motives, or 
an evil heart in punishing his child. 
This great, and to some extent irre- 
sponsible, power of control and correc- 
tion is vested in the parent by nature 
and necessity. It springs from the 
natural relation of parent and child. It 
is felt rather as a duty than a power. 
From the intimacy and nature of the 
relation, and the necessary character 
of family government, the law suf- 
fers no intrusion upon the authority 
of the parent, and the privacy of do- 
mestic life, unless in extreme cases of 
cruelty and injustice.’ 

“A similar rule seems to be laid down 
in Blackstone, and in Kent’s Com- 
mentaries, and in State vs. Mizner, 45 
Iowa, 248; Commonwelath vs. Ran- 
dall, 4, Gray 36; Stevens vs. Fassett, 
27 Maine, 279. 

“Such appearing to be the law, is 
the evidence in this case sufficient to 
convict defendant, Dave Brown? 

“A great many people will condemn 
the method used to inflict the punish- 
ment; but the important question is 
not the method used, but the result. 

“Was unjustifieable pain inflicted 
within the purview of said statute? 

“A parent naturally and properly 
must have considerable discretion in 
the method employed and the amount 
of punishment to be inflicted in cor- 
recting his child, and I am of the opin- 
ion that defendant, Dave Brown, did 
not exceed his legal and natural rights 
in this case. Such being my view, de- 
fendant’s motion will be sustained, the 
complaint dismissed, and the defen- 
dants discharged. 

“M. T. OWENS.” 

The story of the events which led 
up to the arrest of Dave Brown and 
his wife for cruelty to Mabel is a re- 
volting one. 

Brown is captain of chemical com- 
pany No. 5, of Twelfth street and Cen- 
tral avenue. Mabel is the daughter of 
his first wife, now dead. The second 
wife had children of her own, and as 
Brown himself put it: “Of course, she 
naturally likes her own daughter, 
we better than she does my chil- 

ren.” 

Monday night, April 26, Mabel Brown, 
the poor little fourteen-year-old girl, 
was found under a merry-go-round 
tent on Spring street, with a lot of 
drunken hoodlums fighting for posses- 
sion of her. She was taken to the 
Police Station, and the next day sent 
home by Humane Officer Clark. 

Wednesday morning, April 28, the 
child was again in the Police Station, 
and her father and mother under ar- 
rest on a charge of cruelty to chil- 
dren. Mabel exhibited a number of 
wounds and bruises which she said she 
had reecived at the hands of her 
father. When fhe neighbors were 
questioned as to the case, they were 
strong in their protests against the 
way in which the child had been 
treated. 

When the child was examined at the 
Receiving Hospital, it was found that 
there were a number of cuts and 
bruises about the face, neck and head. 
Her throat was so swollen from. the 
choking she had received that she 
could scarcely swallow any food. On 
the left side of her neck was a welt 
which looked as if it might have been 
raised by a blow from a fist. The 
cords and muscles were badly swollen, 
although the skin was scarcely broken. 
There was a cut over the right temple. 

Brown was interviewed about the 
os he condition. During that talk he 
said: 

“I whipped her because I had a right 
to, that’s why!” 

He exhibited a badly swollen fist 
and damned his daughter for being 
the target against which he had 
bruised it. 

“She done that a-trying to break 
away from me,” explained Brown. 
“In a-twisting out of my hands she 
sprained that thumb—just look at it— 
damn her!” 

When the stepmother was asked by 
the Times reporter why she had not 
employed ordinary human kindness in 
her efforts to govern the child, she 
replied: 

“What's the use of that sort of thing 
with her? No kind treatment would 
do a girl like her any good.” 

From the foregoing opinion it would 
look as if the Justice had overlooked 
the fact that it was not Mabel’s thumb 
that was sprained, but her father’s. 


SUPREME COURT DEADLOCK. 


A Case Wherein an Estate in Ad- 
ministration Was Assigned. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 


ST. LOUIS, May 13.—The Supreme 
Court of Missouri is in a deadlock over 
the suit of the partnership of Murdock 
& Dickson, which involves more than 
$1,000,000. The case is in the Supreme 
Court on a writ of prohibition to re- 
strain the Circuit Judges from Enter- 
taining or making any orders in the 
case. Charles K. Dickson, who was in 
partnership with William Murdock, 
died in 1871. Dickson’s individual es- 
state was inventoried at over $1,000.000. 
Dickson made a will, with the late 
James B. Eads and Barton Baker as 
executors. Murdock took out letters of 
administration on the partnership es- 
tate. Later he made an assignment of 
the assets to John G. Priest. 

In 1895 Attorney John M. Dickson, a 
son of Charles K. Dickson, went into 
the Probate Court and raised the point 
that the law had no provision for an 
estate in course of administration be- 
ing assigned. This point was carried 
to the highest court, but the Supreme 
Court of the State stands three to three 
in respect to it. The court has asked 
the adverse parties to agree upon a 
ge judge whose decision shall’ be 

nal.

A Revenue Cutter to Go in Pursuit 
of the Derelict. 
[RY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, May 13.—The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury has received @ 
telegram from. the North American 
Commercial Company at San Francisco, 
stating that the schooner Gen. Siglin, 
one of three vessels, with eleven lives 
aboard. and considerable treasure and 
merchandise, was seen on May 5, dere- 
lict, about one hundred miles west of 
Queen Charlotte Island, British Colum- 
bia. One body was distinctly seen 
lashed to the helm. 

The Secretary is asked to send s 
cutter in search of the missing vessel. 
This request was repeated in a tele- 
gram signed by the San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce, the Union Iron 
Works, and the Collector of the Port 
at San Francisco. In compliance with _ 
these requests, Capt. Shoemaker, com- 
mander of the revenue cutter service, 
has directed the cutter Perry, now at 
Port Townsend, to proceed at once to 
the point indicated, and, of necessary, 
cruise in the vicinity for ten days. 

The Corwin is also directed to sail 
at once and assist in the search. The 
Grant and the Rush, in their cruise 
north, will also aid in the work. If the 
Siglin is afloat, it is very probable that 
she will be found within the next few 
days.

BROWNS DISMISSED.

CRUELTY TO CHILDREN.

Justice Owens Decides That Brown 
Had a Right te Beat His 
Daughter. 


FULL TEXT OF THE OPINION. 


—- 


A PARENT’S LEGAL RELATIONS TO 
HIS OFFSPRING. 


The Story of a Twisted Thumb Gets 
Twisted—The Pitifal Story 
of Mabel 
Brown. 


Dave Brown, the fireman, will not 
be tried for cruelty to his daughter 
Mabel. The complaint against him has 
been dismissed and Dave Brown and 
his wife, Mabel’s stepmother, dis- 
charged. This was the decision which 
Justice Owens yesterday rendered on 
a motion to dismiss the complaint. 

The gist of the opinion which Justice 
Owens handed down in the matter is as’ 
follows: 

“A great many péople will condemn 
the method used to inflict the punish- 
ment, but the important question is not 
the method used, but the result. Was 
unjustifiable pain inflicted within the 
purview of said statute? A parent 
naturally and properly must have con- 
siderable discretion in the method em- 
ployed and the amount of punishment 
to be inflicted in correcting his child, 
and I am of the opinion that Defendant 
Dave Brown did not exceed his nat 
and legal rights in this case.” 

The opinion in full is as follows: 

“Defendants are complained against 
that on the 27th day of April, 1897, they 
did wilfully and unlawfully inflict un- 
justifiable physical pain upon a child, 
to wit: Upon one Mable Brown, by 
beating, striking and choking said 
Mable Brown, said Dave Brown being 
then and there the parent and father of 
said child, and said Mabel Brown being 
then and there a minor of the age of 
14 years. 

“This complaint is brought under 
section 4 of an act relating to children, 
approved March 30, 1878, the material 
part of which reads as follows: “‘Who- 
ever shall wilfully cause or permit any 
child to suffer, or who shall inflict 
thereon any unjustifiable physical pain, 

. . Shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor.’ 

‘The evidence upon the part of the 
people shows, in substance, that the 
daughter Mabel was absent from home 
for several days; that she returned 
home on Saturday; that her stepmother 
said that if she behaved herself she 
would not tell her father, the defen-

ing, and that his attention was not 
called to her thumb. Mabel stated that 
she was not hurt much, but that her 
neck was sore and some swollen after- 
wards. No blows whatever were 
struck, and Mrs. Brown was not con- 
nected with the affair. 

“The people rested, and the defen- 
dant’s attorney moved that the com- 
plaint be dismissed upon the ground 
that the evidence was not sufficient to 
sustain a conviction. 

“The sole question is, ‘Did Defendant 
Dave Brown inflict unjustifiable physi- 
cal pain upon his daughter?’ The de- 
cisions bearing upon this question are 
few. 

“The Supreme Court of Vermont in 
the case of Sanders vs. Seaver, 32 Vt., 
114, uses the following language: “The 
parent, unquestionably, is answerable 
only for malice or wicked motives, or 
an evil heart in punishing his child. 
This great, and to some extent irre- 
sponsible, power of control and correc- 
tion is vested in the parent by nature 
and necessity. It springs from the 
natural relation of parent and child. It 
is felt rather as a duty than a power. 
From the intimacy and nature of the 
relation, and the necessary character 
of family government, the law suf- 
fers no intrusion upon the authority 
of the parent, and the privacy of do- 
mestic life, unless in extreme cases of 
cruelty and injustice.’ 

“A similar rule seems to be laid down 
in Blackstone, and in Kent’s Com- 
mentaries, and in State vs. Mizner, 45 
Iowa, 248; Commonwelath vs. Ran- 
dall, 4, Gray 36; Stevens vs. Fassett, 
27 Maine, 279. 

“Such appearing to be the law, is 
the evidence in this case sufficient to 
convict defendant, Dave Brown? 

“A great many people will condemn 
the method used to inflict the punish- 
ment; but the important question is 
not the method used, but the result. 

“Was unjustifieable pain inflicted 
within the purview of said statute? 

“A parent naturally and properly 
must have considerable discretion in 
the method employed and the amount 
of punishment to be inflicted in cor- 
recting his child, and I am of the opin- 
ion that defendant, Dave Brown, did 
not exceed his legal and natural rights 
in this case. Such being my view, de- 
fendant’s motion will be sustained, the 
complaint dismissed, and the defen- 
dants discharged.

The story of the events which led 
up to the arrest of Dave Brown and 
his wife for cruelty to Mabel is a re- 
volting one. 

Brown is captain of chemical com- 
pany No. 5, of Twelfth street and Cen- 
tral avenue. Mabel is the daughter of 
his first wife, now dead. The second 
wife had children of her own, and as 
Brown himself put it: “Of course, she 
naturally likes her own daughter, 
Gertie, better than she does my chil- 
dren.”’

She was taken to the 
Police Station, and the next day sent 
home by Humane Officer Clark. 

Wednesday morning, April 28, the 
child was again in the Police Station, 
and her father and mother under ar- 
rest on a charge of cruelty to chil- 
dren. Mabel exhibited a number of 
wounds and bruises which she said she 
had reecived at_the hands of her 
father. When the neighbors were 
questioned as to the case, they were 
strong in their protests against. the 
way in which the child had been 
treated. 

When the child was examined at the 
Receiving Hospital, it was found that 
there were a number of cuts and 
bruises about the face, neck and head. 
Her throat was so swollen from the 
choking she had received that she 
could scarcely swallow any food. On 
the left side of her neck was a welt 
which looked as if it might have been 
raised by a blow from a fist. The 
cords and muscles were badly swollen, 
although the skin was scarcely broken. 
There was a cut over the right temple. 

Brown was interviewed about the 
yy condition. During that talk he 


said 


“I whipped her because I had a right 
to, that’s why!” 

He. exhibited a badly swollen fist 
and damned his daughter for being 
the target against which he had 
bruised it. 

“She done that a-trying to break 
away from me,” explained Brown. 
“In a-twisting out of my hands she 
sprained that thumb—just look at it— 
damn her!’”’ 

When the stepmother was asked by 
the Times’ reporter why she had not 
employed ordinary human kindness in 
her efforts to govern the child, she 
replied: 

“What's the use of that sort of thing 
with her? No kind treatment would 
do a girl like her any good.” 

From the foregoing opinion it would 
look as if the Justice had overlooked 
the fact that it was not Mabel’s thumb 
that was sprained, but her father’s. 


SUPREME COURT DEADLOCK. 


A Case Wherein an Estate in Ad- 
ministration Was Assigned. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] : 

ST. LOUIS, May 13.—The Supreme 
Court of Missouri is in a deadlock over 
the suit of the partnership of Murdock 
& Dickson, which involves more than 
$1,000,000. The case is in the Supreme 
Court on a writ of prohibition to re- 
strain the Circuit Judges from Enter- 
taining or making any orders in the 
case. Charles K. Dickson, who was in 
partnership with William Murdock, 
died in 1871. Dickson’s individual es- 
state was inventoried at over $1,000.000. 
Dickson made a will, with the late 
James B. Eads and Barton Baker as 
executors. Murdock took out letters of 
administration on the partnership es- 
tate. Later he made an assignment of 
the assets to John G. Priest. 

In 1895 Attorney John M. Dickson, a 
son of Charles K. Dickson, went into 
the Probate Court and raised the point 
that the law had no provision for an 
estate in course of administration be- 
ing assigned. This point was carried 
to the highest court, but the Supreme 
Court of the State stands three to three 
in respect to it. The court has asked 
the adverse parties to agree upon a 
special judge whose decision shall be 
final.

THE GEN. SIGLIN. 


A Revenue Catter to Go in Pursuit 
of the Derelict. 
[RY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, May 13.—The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury has received @ 
telegram from the North American 
Commercial Company at San Francisco, 
stating that the schooner Gen. Siglin, 
one of three vessels, with eleven lives 
aboard. and considerable treasure and 
merchandise, was seen on May 5, dere- 
lict, about one hundred miles west of 
Queen Charlotte Island, British Colum- 
bia. One body was distinctly seen 
lashed to the helm. 

The Secretary is asked to send s 
cutter in search of the missing vessel. 
This request was repeated in a tele- 
gram signed by the San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce, the Union Iron 
Works, and the Collector of the Port 
at San Francisco. In compliance with 
these requests, Capt. Shoemaker, com- 
mander of the revenue cutter service, 
has directed the cutter Perry, now at 
Port Townsend, to proceed at once to 
the point indicated, and, of necessary, 
cruise in the vicinity for ten days. 

The Corwin is also directed to sail 
at once and assist in the search. The 
Grant and the Rush, in their cruise 
north, will also aid in the work. If the 
Siglin is afloat, it is very probable that 
she will be found within the next few 
days.

AN ILL-SOUNDING REPORT. 

It appeafs from Washington dis- 
patches to THe Times this morning 
that Secretary Alger’s answer to the 
Senate resolution of inquiry relative to 
San Pedro Harbor is nearly ready;

sultation with the opponents of San 
Pedro; that the reply of the Secretary 
is of such a nature that it will bring 
about a stubborn fight: and that the 
San Pedro forces are ready for the 
fray. It would be manifestly impolitic 
to censure in unqualified terms the re- 
port of Secretary Alger in this matter 
until its exact terms are definitely 
known. But if it shall appear there- 
from, as foreshadowed the dis- 
patches, that the Secretary of War 
has seen fit to ally himself with the 
enemies of the people and the willing 
nullifiers of law, then will the battle 
be on in good earnest. It is quite pos- 
sible that this contest will be of 
greater magnitude, and will be farther 
reaching it its resui.s, than Secretary 
Alger imagines. All that has gone be- 
fore will be but as a preliminary skir- 
mish to the battle that will surely come 
if another conspiracy be deliberately 
entered upon to thwart the wishes and 
sacrifice the interests of the people in 
this affair.

OUR WELCOME VISITORS. 

The railroad conductors now in our 
midst are not only the exponents of a 
business that demands of its incumbent 
the strictest observance of time and 
the greatest coolness in the hour of 
danger, but they represent land trans- 
portation in its highest and most im- 
proved form. They are contempora- 
neous with everything that has brought 
American railway travel up to its pres- 
ent concert pitch; for, while the rail- 
ways of England, France, Germany 
and Australia have generally been 
ahead of ours in the matter of speed, 
they have invariably fallen behind us 
in those comforts while on the rail 
that have so materially aided in divest- 
ing American railway travel of its 
monotony. 

These men represent the compound 
locomotive, that condenses its steam 
and turns it back into the boiler so hot 
that it saves a great number of stops 
at water-tanks along the road. They 
belong to the age of the palace car 
with its comfortable folding beds, its 
well-cooked dinners and its cosy 
smoking-rooms. They are participants 
in the progressive spirit which devised 
the ventilating car for the transporta- 
tion of ripe fruit and the refrigerator 
car, by which the Mississippi Valley 
man has his choice as to whether he 
will dine off the salmon of the Sacra- 
mento or the codfish of Newfoundland. 
They march in the van of inventive 
power which devised the atmospheric 
brake, that has averted more collisions 
and saved more lives than any other 
five inventions yet devised in railway 
operation. And they are, in all things, 
the up-to-date railway men: upon 
whose clear-headed perception of duty 
and timely performance thereof so 
many thousands of American travelers 
depend. As seen burriedly and judged 
by a glance that necessarily must be 
brief, they are well worthy of such 
confidence. 

We deem their presence here a for- 
tuitous circumstance. They all bring 
money with them, and, as it is their 
only holiday in the entire year, they 
propose to spend it. Putting the num- 
ber of guests down to the very lowest 
computation of 3200, and that means 
$16,000 a day for the bare needs of life, 
to say nothing of the money expended 
for curios and souvenirs of their trip. 
But it is not for the money they will 
spend in our shops that they are 
chiefly valuable. They will go hence 
to their homes and tell what a lovely 
country is California in general and 
Los Angeles in particular. They will 
tell of the warm and radiant days fol- 


lowed by the cool and balmy nights, | 


which send sweet sleep to tired eye- 
lids and rest to tired limbs. Behind 
them the glorious Sierra Madre, with 
its countless minarets piercing the 
azure; and before them the sparkling 
sea, its placid bosom flashing like gold 
in the welcome sunlight, as the stately 
ships, reeling o'er the foam like Pisa’s 
tower of old, sweep grandly by on 
their peaceful errands to bring man 
nearer unto man. 

Extend to them the right hand of 
fellowship wherever you meet them, 
for these conductors meet millions of 
people in the course of the year. Say 
a pleasant word to them now, and 
they will speak volumes in our behalf 
in the future. They are stalwart fel- 
lows and splendid specimens of ster- 
ling American manhood. They came 
but yesterday, and in a day or two 
they will leave us. Let us give them 
a send-off like Dr. Holmes did when he 
bade good-by to Motley, as he sailed 
for Holland in 1863: 

“I pledge thee a health in the juice of the 
vine, 

The blood of the wine-press shall mingle 
with mine; 

And thus we wi!!l drain down the last drop 
of gold, 

As we empty our hearts of the blessings 
they hold.”’ 


FIGHTING FOR OUR FRUIT MEN. 

Washington adyices indicate that a 
determined effort is to be made on the 
floor of the Senate to defeat the cent- 
a-pound rate on citrus fruits, and that 
several Republican Senators, some of 
whom are members of the . Finance 
Committee, will aid in the onslaught 
against Pacific Coast products. This 
is deplorable, wrong, and contrary to 
the underlying principles of protection. 
But if the fight must come, why, let it 
come! The finality will demonstrate 
that the Pacific Coast is not without 
good fighting resources. Senators Per- 
kins, White and Jones may be de- 
pended upon to defend our interests to 
the last extremity. They will not 
stand alone in the contest, and the 
Tariff Bill cannot pass without théir 
consent. The Pacific Coast has asked 
for nothing more than is just, and 
should accept nothing less. 

There should be no cross pulling in 
the matter of a fruit tariff. The orange- 
growers of Los Angeles and Riverside, 
the apricot-growers of Ventura, the 
raisin-packers of Fresno and Kern, 
and the of Santa Clara, 


| 


all have a common interest in the adop- 
tion of a tariff on Mediterranean and 
West Indies’ fruits which will enable 
California fruits to be sold at a profit in 
the big cities along the Atlantic Coast. 
The fight is still on, and the battle 
cannot be fought to a victorious issue 
unless our people stand together and 
stand fast. 


One of the interior counties of this 
State that is emerging from a Rip Van 
Winkle sleep into a rush of prosperity 
is Shasta, which is one of the original 
counties of the State. Out of it were 
created, first, Siskiyou, then Tehama, 
and afterward Modoc. From 1850 to 
1860 Shasta county poured out an 
enormous stream of alluvial gold, but 
her progress in quartz mining has been 
slow, because the ores contained re- 
fractory substances and required capi- 
tal to work them. From present ap- 
pearances there is no scarcity of the 
needful for that purpose. 


Altogether beautiful and commend- 
able Christian charity is that which 
the Salvation Army is showing in its 
Sonoma colony scheme. A large tract 
of good land is to be subdivided into 
five-acre ranches, on which deserving 
people will be invited to settle. The 
army will provide all the necessities 
of life until the ranches can be made 
to pay for themselves, when the set- 
tlers will be expected to begin repay- 
ment, in small installments. About 


|} one thousand persons are expected to 


people the settlement when everything 
is in running order. 


The vessels chartered for the carry- 
ing of wheat from San Francisco to 
European ports, up to date, have a 
capacity of 23,100 tons, which is less 
than one-fourth of the idie tonnage 
now at anchor in the bay of San Fran- 
cisco, and its tributaries. The disen- 
gaged tonnage at present amounts to 
95,395 tons capacity, as against 70,484 
tons at a corresponding date of last 
year. The rates for wheat charters are 
very low, and the anchorages at Marti- 
nez, Sausalito and Mission Bay are full 
of idle ships. 


Upon hearing of Gen. Weyler’s 
proclamation declaring that the prov- 
ince of Santa Clara was “pacified,” 
Gen. Gomez, the insurgent leader, is- 
sued ‘a proclamation on behalf of the 
Cubans, declaring that Santiago de 
Cuba and Puerte Principe were also 
pacified. The latter provinces are un- 
der control of the insurgents, but they 
seem to be pacified as effectually as 
any of the territory dominated by 
Gen. Weyler. 


The Cuban insurgents are reported 
to have won another great victory, a 


force of 1000 men under Gen. Garcia } 


putting to rout a Spanish force of 
1500 men under Gen. Lono, near 
Bayamo, and capturing a large quan- 
tity of arms and provisions. Another 
proclamation may be looked for soon 
from Gen. Weyler, announcing the 
complete “pacification” of Cuba.

THE SURPLUS FUND. 


WILL GO TO SAMARITAN HOSPITAL 
OR MEDICAL COLLEGE. ~* 


The Net Proceeds of the Festivities 
Attendant on the Queen’s Dia- 
mond Jubilee Will be Given to 
a Charitable Institation. 


The meeting of those born under the 
flag of Great Britain who are now res- 
idents of California, which was held 
in the Y.M.C.A. Hall last naigat ti 
determine the disposition of the pros- 
pective surplus from the festivities at- 
tendant upon the Queen’s Diamond 
Jubilee, to take place on the annivers- 
ary of the sixtieth year of her reign, 
was well atetnded. C. White Mortimer, 
British Vice-Consul, was elected chair- 
man of the meeting, and Mr. Sprowarts 
of Colegrove, secretary. 

It was 9 o’clock before the subject, 
for the discussion and disposal of 
which the meeting was called, was 
taken up. F. G. Finlayson made a mo- 
tion that the net proceeds resulting 
from the comic opera, “*‘Pinafore,” to be 
given on May 24, the games at Santa 
Monica next month, etc., be applied 
toward building a wing on the Good 
Samaritan Hospital, or, if that should 
prove impracticable, that the fund go 
toward the permanent endowment of a 
bed in the hospital. 

Dr. E. A. Prager then offered an 
amendment to Finlayson’s motion to 
the effect that the surplus »roceeds, 
instead of being handed to the Good 
Samaritan Hospital, should be given 
to another similar institution. . 

This institution, Dr. Prager desig- 
nated as the hospital about to be en- 
dowed by the Los Angeles Medical Cuol- 
lege on Buena Vista street. Rev. Dr. 
Gray of St. Paul’s Church was ac- 
corded the privilege of the ‘loor, and 
gave an exhaustive account of the 
financial standing of the Good Sama- 
ritan Hospital, its management, and 
the work it is doing. Dr. Gray stated 
the assets of the institution at $28,000, 
and its liabilities at $8000. He stated 
both at the opening and close of his re- 
marks that he did not wish to make 
any invidious comparisons between the 
Good Samaritan and the other hospi- 
tal or other object of charity, but 
merely to state the facts. 

Three other propositions were made, 
but received little or no consideration. 
One was to build a fountain to be 
called the “Victoria fountain,” in the 
City Hall Park. Another was to pur- 
chase a tract of land south of the city 
divide it into one-acre lots, build cot- 
tages thereon and let indigent fanrilies 
live in them until they could procure 
work. The third was to institute a 
convalescent home at Santa Monica. 

Dr. W. Le Moyne Wills then was 
called upon as a member of the faculty 
of the medical college to state a few 
facts in connection with that institu- 
tion. Dr. Wills told of the starting of 
the school in 1885 in a building on Aliso 
street, and of the moving of the col- 
lege to the present spacious building 
on Ruena Vista street. He said the 
doctors composing the faculty had 
borrosved the money to build the build- 
ing now occupied and were paying it off 
rapidly, as the school was in a pros- 
perous condition. Dr. Wills men- 
tioned the fact that there are eighty 
students now attending the school, and 
that from eight to ten thousand pa- 
tients are operated on and given medi- 
cine without.charge yearly. The ladies 
interested in the college, amonz them 
Miss Frances Wills, raised $1009 last 
winter by charity balls toward build- 
ing a hospital on the coilege Ict, and 
Dr. Wills suggested that the prospec- 
tive surplus, if thus applied, would 
greatly aid the institution in building 
this hospital annex. 

After considerable heated dicussion 
and many motions, Touis Thorne 
moved in substitution that a commit- 
tee of five be appointed to coéperate 
with the twenty-six members of the 
Jubilee Committee from Thistle 
Club and Sons of St. George, and the 
matter of the disposition of the surplus 
proceeds be left to the committee with 
the instructions that they place it in 
the hands of some hospital in the city. 
This motion was strenuously objected 
to by many who had come to the 
meeting with the intention of placing 
the surplus with the Good Samaritan 
Hospital, and a rising vote was called 
for. The result was thirty-four in 
favor of the motion, and twenty-nine 


| against it. 


The commitee of five was.then se- 
lected and appointed. Dr. Cray offered 
his church for the religious part of the 
anniversary services. The surplus is 
expected to reach at least $4000, which 
is the estimated cost of a wing to the 
Good Samaritan Hospital. more 


HELD.FOR TRIAL, 


ED M’CAMISH BOUND OVER TO 
THE SUPERIOR COURT. : 


Trusty, Dennis Tells of the Prison- 


er’s Confession—McCamish’s 
Alleged Intimacy. 
MRS. PYLE IS PROSTRATED. 
> 


FORCED TO LEAVE THE COURT- 
ROOM DURING THE HEARING. 


Did McCamish Kill Pyle in Order to 
Save Mrs. Pyle from the Stain 
° of Murder—The Coroner 
Testifies. 


The preliminary examination of Ed 
McCamish was concluded at Newhall, 
yesterday afternoon and the defendant 
held by Justice of the Peace Clayton, of 
Soledad, to. answer to the Superior 
Court of Los Angeles county on the 
charge of murdering H. McCoy Pyle 
at Castaic, on the morning of April 
24. The testimony given during the 
day was very damaging, especially that 
of Coroner G. W. Campbell, of the 
county, and Henry Dennis, or Jtm 
Madison, as he is recorded at the Ven- 
tura County Jail. ; 

Coroner Campbell was the first wit- 
ness called yesterday. He told in de- 
tail how he had been notified on the 
morning of April 24 of the murder of 
Constable Pyle at the Castaic switch. 
When he arrived at the piace, he found 
several men standing near the little 
station. Sacks had been nailed over 
the door, hiding the body inside from 
view. Upon entering, he found the 
body of Pyle lying with his feet to- 
ward the track. The body was lying 
on several gunny sacks, and a saddle 
lay beside the form. Upon investiga- 
ing the Coroner found that the man 
had been shot. The eyes were closed, 
while a hole just over the right eye- 
brow, through which the brains were 
oozing, indicated the manner of death. 
The right eyelid was much swollen and 
eovered with powder marks. Unex- 
ploded grains of powder were also im- 
beded in the skin for a radius of two 
inches surrounding the bullet hole. 
The eyebrow had been nearly burned 
off, as hadthe hair from the 
right temple nearly to the ear. The 
bullet, after penetrating the brain, had 
lodged beneath the. scalp in the rear 
of Pyle’s head. The Coroner etated 
that he could plainly feel the bullet, 
and, taking his knife, he cut the leaden 
missle out. McCamish had told him 
that he had picked up the body of Pyle, 
after death, and carried it into the 
station. As the Coroner found no traces 
of blood outside the building, and could 
discover no traces of dirt on the clothes 
of the dead man, he immediately sus- 
pected McCamish of having committed 
the deed. He also felt that it would be 
impossible for the hair to be singed in 
the manner described, had the shot 
been fired at a distance of five or six 
feet. The Coroner was very positive 
that the man must have been asleep 
when killed, as the body was found in 
a position suggestive of repose, and 
the eyes were closed. The gun, he 
thought, must have been held within 
ten inches of the head, else all the pow- 
der grains would have been exploded 
and the hair would not have been 
singed in the manner it was. Besides, 
he said, if the eye had been open, the 
pupil would have been torn from the 
socket. Death had been instantaneous 
and under those circumstances, a man 
would not wink. Another feature which 
caused him to suspect McCamish was 
the fact that, had Pyle fallen outside, 
where McCamish said he did, in the 
time required to pick up a pistol and 
fire four shots, a. pd6ol of blood would 
have been formed, whereas, no blood 
was discovered outside the station. 

cross-examination, Coroner 
Campbell acknowledged that the same 
condition of the eyelid would have pre- 
vailed had the eye been closed volun- 
tarily while Pyle was awake, but in- 
sisted upon his original testimony in 
other features. 

Henry Dennis was the next witness 
called, and the officers stationed them- 
selves immediately about Camish. 
Throughout the testimony of this wit- 
ness they retained these positions, fear- 
ing that the sensational character of 
the. testimony given by him might 
arouse some one to attempt violence 
or summary punishment. No exhibi- 
tions were given, however, save the 
casting of malicious glances at the 
prisoner. But these testified very ef- 
fectively to the state of feeling exist- 
ing, and the officers did not for a mo- 
ment relax their vigilance. 

Dennis, or Madison, as he is recorded 
on the books of the Ventura County 
Jail, has a most remarkable physiog- 
nomy. His face is very long and nar- 
row, all features being large. The 
nose is exceedingly long and drooping 
at the point, while the chin is gigantic 
in proportions. It is assertive and, 
with apparently no jaw, the chin as- 
sumes almost the entire width of the 
face. This remarkable feature is 
further emphasized by the unusually 
long distance from the nose to the chin 
point. A large mouth, with a singu- 
lary thin under lip, and steely gray eyes 
complete a face which arouses surprise 
when seen. 

He proved a very strong witness for 
the prosecution, however, telling his 
story in a straightforward and well- 
connected manner. He was exception- 
ally quick of perception when cross-ex- 
amined, and answered all -juestions 
with alacrity, in each instance show- 
ing, by the intelligence of the answer 
given, that he had thoroughly under- 
stood the point of the question, no mat- 
ter what the phraseology. 

Dennis stated that he was born in 
Maine, thirty-nine years ago. When 
about 12 years of age he came to Cali- 
fornia, since which time he has been 
constant traveling about the State, 
earning his living at times by manual 
labor and at others by gambling. 
When asked if he had ever been con- 
victed of felony he stated that he had 
not, but freely added that he was tried 
for assault with a deadly weapon in 
Solano county in 1880. Seven months 
ago he was sentenced to serve thirty 
and fifteen days respectively for as- 
saulting two Chinamen, and the term 
of five months which he is now serving 
in the Ventura County Jail was for 
getting drunk and breaking a window 
in a Chinese store. His only motive, 
he said, in making public the confes- 
sion alleged to have been made to him 
by McCarmish, was the relief of his 
own conscience, which. since the con- 
fession, had so worried him as to ren- 
der him unable to sleep. 

His testimony relative to the a)- 
leged confession was substantiallv a« 
civen by Sheriff Charlebols Wednes- 
day He eaid the Call reporter had 
called to see McCamish at the Ventura 
jail, at about 11 o’clock on Tuesday, 
April 27. After the reporter had icft, 
McCamish remarked that he was afraid 
attemnts would be made to photogranh 
him WDennies told him to lie down. as 
that would then be impossible. The 
confession proper was not made unt!! 
about 3 o'clock that afternoon. No 
one else was present at the conver- 
sation. wrich was had in McCamish’s 
cell. The subject of the handcuffs was 
brought up, and McCamish appeared 
much disheartened through learning 
that the articles he had’claimed were 
stolen had been found. He explained 


to Dennis that he had been watched 
tow closciy on the night of the murder 
to carry out his intention of throwing 
the stuff away, and asked Dennie to 
aid him in arranging some plausible 
story which would account. for the 
finding vf the articles in his room. 
Dennis suggested that he claim he had 
been jobbed, and this was assented io. 
In addition to the confession as toid 
on the stand Wednesday, by Sheriff 
Charlebois, Dennis stated that Me- 
Camish had acknowledged being crimi- 
nally intimate with Mrs. Pyle for ihe 
past year. He also stated that Mra. 
l’yle had, about six months ago, said 
that she would poison her husband, 
but he had refused to permit her to 
do so, saying that he would take the 
job off her hands. McCamish said his 
intimacy with Mrs. Pyle had never 
been discovered, although they had hid 
several narrow escapes. He cited von? 
instance when Pyle had returned pie- 
maturely, necessitating activity on the 
part of McCamish, who was compelled 
to jump through a window and dress 
outside in order to escape detection. 

Durirg the giving of this testimony, 
Mrs. Pyle wept quietly. he question 
which elicited the reply that compleicly 
prostrated her, came next. 

“Did McCamish state Mrs. 
. Pyle felt about the murder of her hus- 
band?” 

“Yes. He said that she was tickled 
nearly to death,’ came the reply. 

Mrs. Pyle, who has stood the four 
dys’ ordeal with great-firmness, rose 
to her feet, took a tottering step or 
two, and burst into a fit of passionate 
sobbing. She would have fallen, had 
not two friends grasped her arms and 
led her from the courtroom. For the 
first time during the examination the 
seriousness of the situation appeared to 
impress the audience, and the _re- 
mainder of the day a different at- 
mosphere seemed to pervade the black- 
smith shop. 

Dennis then told of the request for 
poison made by McCamish, and of his 
promise to furnish him some at the 
Los Angeles County Jail. : 

Several witnesses were called who 
corroborated the testimony of Coroner 
Campbell relative to the discoloration 
about the murdered man’s eye, and 
to the presence of gun powder inthe 
skin. 

About 2:30 o’clock, before issuing the 
decree, Justice of the Peace Clayton 
informed the audience that any exhi- 
bition on their part, either for or 
against the decision, would be pun- 
ished as contempt of court. He then 
remanded the prisoner to the custody 
of the Sheriff without bail, to await the 
action of the Superior Court. 

No exhibition was given. The audi- 
ence filed slowly out, looking jubilant. 
Men and women formed in groups to 
discuss the decision and congratulated 
each other. Nearly every individual 
resident in and about Newhall felt 
the decision a just one, and the re- 
mainder of the afternoon was decreed 
a holiday. 

McoCGamish did not seem at all discon- 
eerted-by the result last night. As soon 
as he had left Newhall he laughed and 
jested continually with the officers, ap- 

rently perfectly satisfied with his 
fot. He is exceedingly hopeful, and 
now that the immediate danger of 
lynching or assassination is passed, 
seems confident that the trial will ter- 
minate in his favor.

J. M. Selfridge of Oakland, a very in- 
teresting and scientific paper on ‘Vital 
Force;”’ Dr. Frances B. Kellogg of Los 
Angeles, ‘The Conjunctiva and Eyelids, 
Double Congenital Cataract in Infant of 
Nine Months, Extensive Tubercular 
Ulceration of the Soft Palate, Em- 
pyema of the Frontal Sinus;”’ Dr. H. L. 
Stambach of Santa Barbara, “The Key- 
notes of Arsenic, Byronia, Lachesis, 
Rhus Tox., Baptisia, Phosphorus, Belja- 
donna, .Mercurius, Hydrastis, and San 
guinaria.”’ 

The paper of Dr. Case brought up 
the subject of lodge practice, and a dis- 
cussion followed as to what action the 
society should take in respect to mem- 
bers doing such lodge and insurance 
work at reduced or contract rates. A 
committee of three was appointed to 
take action and report. The paper of 
Dr. Tisdale brought up the matter of 
the Homeopathic Hospital College of 
San Francisco uniting with the Uni- 
versity of California. 

On Thursday morning a paper en- 
titled “How Do You Account for It?” 
was read by Dr. Caroline L. Guild of 
San Francisco, which started a lively 
discussion on the prescribing of reme- 
dies of both high and low potencies.

It 
seemed to her that there was an e'e- 
ment of personal magnetism o1 the 
part of the prescriber that could not 
be ignored. One doctor, for instance 
would give a certain remedy in a cer- 
tain condition and get no vifccts what- 
ever, while another doctor, under ex- 
actly similar conditions, and with the 
application of the same remedy, would 
get the most brilliant results.

ORANGE CROP. 


SHIPMENTS FROM SOUTHERN CAL- 
IFORNIA FOR THE SEASON. | 
About Two Million Three Handred 

Thogsand RoxesNot so Many 


Carloads as Last Year but Nam- 
ber of Boxes Shipped Greater. 


Inquiry at the offices of the railway 
companies shows that the total ship- 
ments of ofanges from Southern Cali- 
fornia points durihg.the present season 
up to the 8th of the present month 
(May) were 6412 Garioads, It is esti- 
mated by shippers that there still re- 
main from 600 to 560 carloads to go for- 
ward. These added to the shipments 
already made would bring up the total 
shipments of oranges from Southern 


California for the season to about 6900 
carloads. 

For the season 1894-95 the total ship- 
ments of oranges from Southern Cali- 
fornia were repofted at 7700 carloads, 
and for the season 6f 1895-96 at 7240 
carloads. From these figures it is seen 
that the total shipments of oranges, 
computed by carloads will be less this 
Season than those of the two preceding 
seasons. “But.” as remarked a prom- 
inent vrahge shipper in this city to a 
Times reporter who was speaking to 
him about this, “the decrease is only 
a& seeming one, not a real one. To 
make,” he added, “a true comparison 
with previous years it will be neces- 
re | to compute the shipments by boxes 
a hot by carloads.” He’ then pro- 
ceeded to quote some figufes to make 
clear his statement: “For the season of 
1894-95, to go no further back, a car- 
load of oranges consisted of 300 boxes 
of standard size. For the next season 
(1895-96) about one-half of the crop 
from Southern California had been 
shipped when an order was issued by 
the railway companies increasing the 
minimum weight for a carload from 20,- 
000 pounds to 24,000 pounds. This in- 
crease raised the number of boxes of 
oranges for a carload from 300 to 334. 
During ‘the present season all ship- 
ments of oranges from Southern Cali- 
fornia have been 334 boxes to the car. 
If.then,” went .on the shipper, “you 
multiply the number of cars sent out 
each season by the respective number 
of boxes of oranges each contained, you 
will find as follows: For the season of 
1894-95 there were 7700 carloads of 300 
boxes to the car, making a total for 
the season of 2,310,000 boxes. For the 
season Of 1895-96 there were 7240 car- 
loads shipped, of which about one-half 
or say 3620 carloads were at 300 boxes 
to the car, and 3620 at 334 boxes, mak- 
ing for that season a total of 2,295,000 
boxes shipped: For the present season 
the shipments, including ‘those to go 
forward, Will be, as figured out, 6900 
carloads, which at 334 boxes to the car 
make a total of 2,304,000 boxes. Now you 
see,” he continued, “that although this 
season's total shipments from South- 
ern California are, when figured out 
in carloads, 340 less than last season, 
the actual quantity of oranges shipped 
is 9500 boxes greater.’”’ 

Talking with an official of the South- 
ern California Fruit Exchange, it was 
learned that up to as late as last Sep- 
tember it was supposed among some 
oranges shippers that this season’s crop 
might amount to 8000 carloads of 334 
boxes to the car. This belief was fur- 
the? confirmed by investigations maie 
by the railway companies, who reported 
that the crop would easily reach &375 
carloads. Later reports made it clear 
that those figures would have to be 
modified, due chiefly to the unusual 
amount of dropping that developed it- 
self in the orchards as the fruiz more 
nearly approached maturity. 

QUALITY OF THE ORANGES. 

Of the quality of this season's crop 
shippers agree that it was, as a whole, 
superior to that of last season. Cli- 
matic conditions during the summer 
months were generally favorable and &s 
there was an almost entire absence of 
frost during the winter months the 
result was the fruit was well matured 
and handsome in appearance. In re- 
spect to sizes the navels averaged verTy 
Ligh, there being an unusual number 
of 64’s, that is to say, it only cook 64 
of them to fill a box.’ Choic> navels 
averaged about 112 to the box. The 
amount paid to the railway companies 
for transportation of the orange crop 
of Southern Calfornia this season will 
be about $2,000,000. 


SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY. 


Lytle Creek Light and Power Com- 
pany Incorporated, 


SAN BERNARDINO, May 13.—[Reg- 
ular Correspondence.] Articles of in- 
corporation of the Lytle Creek Light 
and Power Company were filed today 
with the County Recorder. The di- 
rectors are Henry Fischer, H. H. Sin- 
clair, George Eldis, John L. Campbell 
and James Hutchings. The capital 
stock, actually subscribed, is $300,000, of 
which Henry Fischer has $73,500; H. .H 
Sinclair, $73,500; J. A. Campbell, $152,600. 
Mr. Sinclair is president and manager 
of the Redlands Electric Light and 
Power Company, Which is ‘at present 
supplying Redlands, Riverside and Col- 


ton with electric lights. Henry Fischer. 


is an eastern capitalist who is inter- 
ested in the Southern California Power 
Company, which is developing power in 
San Antonio Cafion, and proposes to 
place on the market in Southern Cali- 
fornia 10,000 horse-power to be used in 
transportation, lighting and power pur- 
poses generally. It is proposed to col- 
lect the power developed in Lytle Creek 
and convey it to Los Angeles. Con- 
tracts have already been signed for 
3000 horse-power to be furnished by the 
Southern California Power Company. 
THE LAUNDRY NUISANCE. 

During the excitement of the anti- 
Chinese feeling the City Trustees made 
an endeavor to establish a regular 
Chinatown on Third street, in the east- 
ern portion of the city, and partially 
succeeded in removing this undesirable 
class from the business center to the 
new quarters. Ordinance No. 158, 
passed May 24, 1887, restricted the lo- 
cation of wash-houses and laundries to 
a section east of B street and south 
of Fourth, except upon application and 
permission from the Health Officer of 
the city. The latter clause was for 
the purpose of locating laundries other 
than Chinese in any portion of the 
city. Another restriction place’ on 
laundries was that thére should be o 
work done in them between the hours 
of 5 p.m. and 6 a.m., punishable with 
a, fine from $10 to $100, or imprisonment 
not exceeding thirty days, or both. In 
various portions of the city the Chinese 
wash-houses have crept back, and are 
run without regard to the time limit. 
There are rumors that an attempt will 
be made to enforce the ordinance men- 
tioned, and stop the night work. This

SHORT CONVENTION SESSION. 


PROCEEDINGS OF THE LADIES’ 
AUXILIARY GRAND DIVISION. 


Inventor of the Caboose Cupola 
Among the Visitors—Convention 
Declares Opposition to the 

Business of Ticket-scalping. 


John E. Hartell deserves a large 
Share of the credit of the success of 
the present national convention of the 
Order of Railway COnductors. Hartell 
traveled 12,000 miles to assure’ the 
presence of a throng of visitors ‘in 
the city when the Grand Division met, 
and it is largely due to his efforts that 
such a multitude of excursionists ac- 


fourteen cars .was S0 great that it 
was impossible for a conductor to 
make his way through the train. Ac- 
cordingly there was no wielding of the 
punch. 

Three engines gnorted and groaned 
along, to pull the load to Pasadena, for 
the grades are heavy, and the load 
was a big one. Once arrived in Pasa- 
dena, the excursionists hurried out of 
the train and through the pretty depot 
out upon Colorado street. There they 
found a great assemblage of vehicles 
of every kind and description. There 
were elegant private carriages and 
pony carts and tandems, and road 
wagons, and dog carts, and comfortable 
old family phaetons and delivery wag- 
ons, cieaned and garnished, and ready 
to be used to show the visitors. the 
town. 

The excursionists filled the vehicles, 
and then the procession moved off. It 
stretched through Pasadena for over 
a mile of length. For twenty minutes 
the party was driven in procession 
form, that the Pasadena peaple might 
marvel at it, and then the line broke 
up. The carriages scattered in every 
direction through the town. Some went 
one way and some the other, but all 
of thern drove down Orange Grove ave- 
nue and up on the Raymond Hill. 

With most of the carriages, one resi- 
cent of the town went along, to drive 
and to tell the visitors marvelous tales 
about Southern California. Many peo- 
ple, finding that there were not car- 
riages enough to go around, turned 
their vehicles over to the visitors, thus 
making room for one more, and told 
them to drive where and how they 
liked, and when they were through to 
tie. the horses near.the depot, trusting 
to Providence to recover their prop- 
erty again.

Mr. Hartell has long been an active 
member of the Order of Railway Cen- 
ductors. He was a delegate from Los 
Angeles to the national convention of 
the order held in Toledo, O., in 1890. 
For sixteen years he has been in the 
service of the Southern Pacific. Eleven 
years ago he took charge of the first 
passenger train which left Los Angeles 
for Santa Barbara, and he has worked 
on the Santa Barbara line ever since. 
Before that time he was a conductor 
on the Colton branch of the Southern 
Pacific. 

Last fall Mr. Hartell went to work 
heart and soul to make the conven- 
tion a success. He was a member of 
the local Executive Committee. On 
November 4, 1896, he started on a trip 
around the United States to work up 
interest in the coming convention. Be- 
tween that day and December 25, 1896, 
he traveled 12,000 miles, and slept in 
a hotel only thirteen nights, and in a 
sleeper all the rest of the time. 

He.went with.a rush from place to 
place. He telegraphed ahead that he 
was coming, and told the local officers 
of the order to call special meeetinzs 
of the members of their divisions. When 
he reached a city, he went directly 
to tire lodge rooms, and spent every 
minute of the time in urging the mem- 
bers. to visit Los Angeles during the 
convention, accompanying the dele- 
gates to the Pacific Coast. In this 
manner he visited San Francisco, Port- 
land, St. Paul, Minneapolis, Cedar Rup- 
ids, Chicago, Niagara, Buffalo, New 


Not quite allt of the 2000 people in the 
party were able to get a drive, but 
those who did net took a spin on the 
electric cars or went walking through 
the place. 

The visitors were welcomed every- 
where. They were invited to drive 
through private grounds and get out 
and help themselves to all the flowers 
they could carry. They were taken 
into the hearts of orange orchards and 
told to eat and to pluck as much of 
the golden fruit as they liked. This 
experience of actually picking oranges, 
lemons and their lovely blossoms was 
the crowning delight of the day. 

The people who came on the Termi- 
nal road, about six hundred in all, 
were welcomed in the same hospitable 
way, driven through the city and in- 
vited to help themselves to fruit and 
flowers to their hearts’ content. 

About 11 o’clock the excursionists 
gathered again at the depots, and 
started on the return trip, loaded down 
with fruit, flowers and delight. The 
party which came on the Southern Pa- 
cific returned on the Terminal; the 
party which came by the Terminal re- 
turned by the Southern Pacific. 

The parties going and coming on the 
Terminal made a stop at the South 
Pasadena Ostrich Farm of three-quar- 
ters of an hour.

There will be sessions of the Grand 
Division today and Saturday as usual 
at 1 o'clock in the afternoon. 

Grand Chief Conductor E. E. Clark 
says that he has never known a na- 
tional convention of the order at which 
there was such a large attendance of 
visitors. He lays this to the fact that 
the people of the East have all heard 
glowing tales of the great West, and 
that they welcomed this favorable op- 
portunity to make the long journey 
across the continent. He says the 
specials which came West could not 
hold all the people who wanted to 
make the trip, and that from every 
special people were turned away by the 
dozen. 


THE CABOOSE CUPOLA. 


Invented by a Freight 
Thirty-five Years Ago. 

T. B. Watson of Cedar Rapids, Iowa, 
is now in Los Angeles attending the 
convention of railway conductors. 
He has retired from active services and 
is now chiefly known as the inventor 
of the useful cupola on the caboose of 
a freight car. In 1863 he was con- 
ductor of a freight train running be- 
tween Clinton and Cedar Rapids on the 
Chicago and Northwestern Railway. 
One morning he had orders to turn over 
his caboose to another conductor and 
use an empty box car. 

The car he selected happened to 
have a square hole in the lid. Seeing 
the possibilities of this aperture as a 
lookout station, Mr. Watson piled 
up some boxes into a temporary plat- 
form and took his seat on the top, 
with his head and shoulders through 
the aperture. The view he thus ob- 
tained of his train was so good that he

in light supply. Stocks of apricots 
and pears throughout the State are 
especially sport. There are more 


prunes, but even of that fruit it is esti- 
mated that the total stock in the State 
is not over forty carloads, which is 
likely to be cleaned up during the next 
few months. Holders are still asking 
firm figures, in view of the uncertainty 
as to the condition of the coming crop. 
The eastern fruit crop, according to 
late adyices, will be lighter than last 
year. 

The local produce market has been 
without noteworthy change during the 
week. Butter and eggs continue firm; 
also new potatoes, which are bring- 
ing good prices. 


The Olive Worm. 

Reports come from Pomona of dam- 
age done to the growing olive crop by 
aemall] worm. A. B. Long of Pomona 
writes as follows to the Chamber of 
Commerce in regard to this pest: 

“A sure-enough worm, it is appar- 
ently ‘not of a regulation army type, 
whose countless battalions have for- 
aged with the usual result upon 
grasses and trees other than the olive 
in this section lately. Of that now un- 
der consideration, the maximum length 
is about one inch and a half, the mass 
exhibiting all sizes from that down, 
the greater body being black, the re- 
mainder green in color, and veritably 
as the sands of the sea for multitudes. 

“Their presence is first discovered at 
the very ends of the larger and longer 
limbe—topmost usually—devouring the 
bloom first, and then the leaves. When 
jarred or shaken from the ends of the 
limbs it still, in many instances, re- 
tains connection with the branch by a 
eort of web by means of which it 
will, if not forcibly severed therefrom, 
make its way back to its apparent 
home, and when- violently dislodged it 
epeeds thitherward via the trunk of 
the tree in resumption of its baneful 
work. 

“It being asserted that this pest was 
in some places infesting the apricot, 
pear and other fruits, after exhausting 
the olive, a brother of Mr. Levi Wright 
—senior member of Wright's Nur- 
sery—in Southeast Pomona, placed ten- 
der apricot - cuttings in a bottle of 
worms, and in a few hours they were 
found to be lifeless; a further like test 
upon worms from another and distant 
orchard resulted similiarly. These 
tests yield persuasive and gratulatory 
Suggestion that the olive is the sole 
victim of this visitation. 

“That this newcomer is not migratory 
per se, seems probable, judging by the 
indications thus far. 

“I am told that Prof. Cook of Po- 
mona College, than whom there is no 
one within the radius infected more 
competent to the task, has been sup- 
plied with data, living and otherwise, 
and asked to define this new terror. 
The professors report is awaited with 
interest. 

“By reason of the subtle and rather 
unique mode of its uprising, its cer- 
tianity in ‘getting there’ unless vigi- 
lantliy headed off, call loudly to olive- 
growers in parts other than those now 
to diligeftlhy watch and 
(s)pray.”’ 


Why Olive Orchards Do not Dear. 

Elmo R. Meserve has the following 
somewhat gloomy article in regard to 
the olive-growing industry in a local 
publication: 

“Is it not possible that we are pro- 
Eressing a little too fast in our horti- 
cultural progress? Take as an instance, 
the rapid advance that has been made 
in Olive planting in this State during 
the past six years, will this immense 
acreage of olive orchards give profit- 
able annual crops? Are there not al- 
ready misgivings on a few points which 
in their solution merit more than a 
passing notice? Chief among these it 
is pertinent to ask, why do the older 
olive orchards bear so shyly, and in 
some cases not at all? Is it for want 
of cross-fertilization of the bloom, or 
the prevalence of scale, improper or un- 
natural planting, or a want of proper 
manuring and cultivation? Is it liter. 
ally true that the olive will flourish and 
bear good orops annually without irri- 
gation? Has the climate in certain 
seasons any influence On the olive when 
it blooms freely but ‘sets’ no fruit? 
Growers know it requires no effort of 
the memory to recall errors of a sim- 
ilar nature with other fruits, and view- 
ing all the evidence, it must be .aqd- 
mitted that something is wrong with 
our olive planting in order to account 
for the non-bearing qualities of some 
of the older orchards. The age, situa- 
tion, soil and climate, Planting and 
care to which these older orchards 
have been subject are Suggestive, and 
in a measure furnish’'some data upon 
Which to base an opinion formed on 
experience and observation. 

“Location, variety, and distanse hé- 
tween the trees are the three points 
to consider, and in this article we will 
confine our remarks largely to the lat- 
ter. As an object lesson take the orig- 
inal plantings made by the Mission 
Fathers, and later those made by the 
old Spanish families. Invariably we will 
find the trees planted ina Single row— 
never grouped—usually along some 
stream of water and never less than 
forty feet apart. Was there a reason 
for this? Let us continue later obser- 
vations. 

“When I came to Southern California 
In 1876 my father purchased an old 
Bpanish rancho at North Pomona, on 
which were situated seven old olive 
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trees In heavy bearing, four of which 
were planted in 1820 or thereabouts. 
These trees bore immense. crops each 
year until about 1886, when the black 
scale made its appearance in the valley 
and the trees becoming infected, ceased 
to yield regular and profitable crops. 

“In 1882 we purchased in Los Ange- 
les 1000 large olive trees for ourselves, 
and in addition 1000 for a neighbor. 
We planted them in orchard form, 
twenty feet apart. In due time we 
harvested several very fair crops from 
this orchard, but the trees soon crowded 
each other, and bore only at the tops 
and on the outside of all the four sides 
of theorchard. The experience of our 
neighbor was the same. For the last 
three years these trees have been bear- 
ing less and less, but this year every 
other tree has been cut out and the 
remaining trees well cut back. 

“This is not the only case of a like 
character that has come under my 
observation, and nence I am led to 
believe that it is not good policy to 
plant the olive trees in orchard form 
less than forty feet apart, or better 
still, plant it on the outer edges of 
other archards. If desired, a row or 
two of olive trees can be _ planted 
through an orchard.” 

In regard to the questions asked Dy 
Mr. Meserve in this,article, it is said by 
those who are acquainted with the 
orchard to which it refers that it is 
an excellent example of almost all the 
short-comings which he mentions, that 
is to say, it has no cross fertilization, 
it is covered with black scale, it has 
not been properly manured or culti- 
vated, and, in short, it has been thor- 
oughly neglected, so that it is not sur- 
prising that the result, as far as the 
crop is concerned, should be very un- 
satisfactory. Mr. Meserve should, how- 
ever, know enough about olive culture 
not to argue regarding olive culture in 
general from one, or even more exam- 
ples of orchards which have been im- 
properly planted, and neglected. 

Another reason why this and many 
other olive_orchards fail to do as well 


as they might do, beginning by—eiving-+—cure 


a good yield of fruit for a year or two, 
and then falling off to little or nothing, 
is because they are not pruned. J. S. 
Calkins of Pomona, who is probably the 
best authority on the olive in California, 
is a strong advocate of pruning the 
tree, not only because it leads to better 
beating, but because the fruit may be 
more easily gathered from a tree that 
is of moderate size. He is in favor 
of planting about twenty feet apart, 
and then pruning, rather than planting 
wider apart and letting the tree grow 
to great size. Mr. Calkins further be- 


lieves that, in nine cases out of ten, 
where olive trees do not bear in a satis- 
factory manner, is because they are 
covered with the sticky black scale, 
which closes up the pores, and makes 
the trees about as uncomfortable and 
as unhealthy as a human being would 
be under similar circumstances. When- 
ever Olives are planted in the neighbor- 
hood of the coast, or even at some lit- 
tle distance from the ocean, the black 
scale must be expected, and those who 
plant an olive orchard must regard the 
fighting of the scale—which is a com- 
paratively operation—as a part of the 
business. When this is done, olive 
growing will be found as satisfactory 
and profitable as any other branch of 
horticulture. 

Meantime, as we have said above, 
it displays much lack of experience for 
a person to argue in regard to olive cul- 
ture in general, basing the argument 
on the condition of an orchard which 
presents almost all the shortcomings 
that can be imagined in connection 
with olive culture. 


_ Alkali Lands. 

The Times recently referred to the 
importance of reclaiming the large area 
of alkali lands that are found within 
the confines of the State. A member 
of the editorial staff of The Times ad- 
dressed a letter on the subject to the 
State Board of Agriculture to which 
the following reply has been received, 
from Edwin F. Smith, secretary of 
the board: 

“I am in receipt of your communica- 

tion under date of May 6, seeking in- 
formation regarding alkali land in 
California. In reply I would say that 
Prof. Hilgard, of the Experiment Sta- 
tion at Berkeley, made quite a study 
of the alkali soils of California, and 
caused to be issued a bulletin upon the 
subject of their reclamation. 
_“In this bulletin, he recommended the 
use of gypsum as an antidote, and as 
the writer had an interest in a moun- 
tain of gypsum in the State of Nevada, 
took the subject up and. proceeded to 
prepare.for the, grinding and sale of 
gypsum, or. land plaster, and shipped 
several car-loads to this State for use 
in the San Joaquin Valley. After prog- 
ressing thus far, we suddenly realized 
that we were too early With our anti- 
dote, inasmuch as there were thou- 
sands upon thousands of acres of good 
land in this State that could be bought 
at a very reasonable price, fully as 
cheap, if not cheaper, than to reclaim 
it by the use of gypsum, and lack of 
demand for the article confirmed this 
idea, 

“I understand that quite an experi- 
ment has been made at the U. S&S. 
Station, located at Bakersfield, in 
the planting of the Australian ealt 
bush, and 1 think that if you will ad- 
dress a communication to them they 
can give you just the information re- 
quired. 

“With you I agree’ that there is an 
immense field for the extension in the 
production of sugar beets, asparagus, 
celery, tobacco, and many other prod- 
ucts that would warrant attention at 
this particular time, but there are 
oceans of good land suceptible to culti- 
vation of these products in almest 
every county in the State, were the 
proper energy and inclination on the 
part of the people forthcoming. To be 
sure capital is necessary, as it re- 
quires from five to eight Years to place 
an asparagus bed upon a profitable 
footing, and then, again, it is quite an 
expensive crop to raise inasmuch as 
it requires thorough mulching with 
stable manure each season. 

“Your idea in assisting reclamation 
of alkali lands is good, but if we 
could locate people upon all the good 
land in the State first, it would force 
reclamation of much of our waste land. 

“I will refer your communication to 
Prof. Hilgard, with the request that 
he send you all bulletins that he may 
have upon the subject, as the Depart- 
ment of ABwiculture issues bulletins 
monthly treating upon everything of 
this kind.”’ 


Artesian Wells for Irrigation. 
The Times recently referred to a suc- 
cessful attempt that has been made to 
irrigate from artesian wells in the east- 
ern part of Riverside county. Now ad- 


vices from Perris state that artesian 
water has been struck in a number of 
wells around there, where farmers are 
using the water for irrigating purposes. 
It is probable that in “many sections 
successful work of this kind might be 
undertaken, making farmers independ- 
ent of water companies. Every day 
shows more clearly that we have not 
yet begun to realize how great is the 
underground flow of water in Southern 
California. 


Grape Fruit. 

The Washington authorities of the 
Department of Agriculture speak very 
highly of the variety of grape fruit 
known as the California seedless, saying 
that it is the best that they have so far 
seen. The high prices obtained for 
grape fruit have led to quite a boom 
in planting throughout Southern Cali- 
fornia. In this connection it is well to 
remind those who are setting out the 
fruit that it is very susceptible to frost, 
and should only be planted when there 
is no danger from that source. Experi- 
enced growers say that grape fruit and 
tangerine oranges are the greatest suf- 


ferers from frost of all the citrus fam- 
ily. 


Dropping of 

There has been much complaint of 
late in Southern California regarding 
the dropping of fruit before it is de- 
veloped. At the recent session of the 
Southern California Pomological So- 
ciety in Azusa, the question of dropping 
of citrus fruit was discussed, and it was 
inquired whether irrigation tends to 
check such dropping. There was a dif- 
ference of opinion on the subject, the 
general idea being that a warm season 


followed by a cold wave caused the 
dropping. 


“Gum Disease on Young Citrus 
Trees.”’ 


SAN GABRIEL, May 10.—[To the 
Editor of The Times:}) At this time, 
when planting of citrus trees is in 
progress, it may serve some purpose 
to refer to this trouble. 

It appears that there are various 
forms of gum disease. I refer to its 
development in the early life of the or- 
ange and lemon; and one of the annoy- 
ing facts regarding its apearance, is, 
that frequently, the finest trees full of 
health are attacked. 

In searching for the earliest devel- 
opment of the disease, one is met with 
difficulty. It begins usually at the 
junction of the stock and the bud. If 
stopped in time, by means hereafter 
mentioned, it may be cured; but the 
disease is not easliy discerned until 
exudation has freely commenced, then 
_may be unavailing. 

In making search ave 
the surface soil around the stem with 
a trowel, scraped the bark free from 
soil, and discovered little :nore than a 
black scratch, about one to two inches 
long, which, when cut open shows the 
gummy fluid more or less encircling the 
wood under the bark. 

Dr. Woodbridge, in his pamphlet 
upon “Gum Disease,’ states that it 
appears to have its trigin in a micro- 
scopical insect. 

Prof. Wicksen writes me as follows: 
“Perhaps you refer to an outflow of 
gum at the bud: this, I should not call 
a disease; it occurs with many budded 
trees in nursery, and seems to be the 
fer ge of removing the top before the 
bud is able to receive all the sap-flow: 
if it is not so great as to drown the 
bud, it disappears when the bud gets 
into active growth.” 

The subject came up at the recent. 
Azusa metings, but the cause of the 
disease seems still to perplex those 
most interested in tracing it. 

I have noticed that it is most com- 
mor on those trees whose junction at 
the bud was closest to the surface of 
the ground, and that in cases where 
the junction with the bud was well 
elevated above ground, there was no 
trouble. 

Prevention to some extent n,ay there- 
fore lie in high-budded trees. It would 
appear that the bud junction is the 
weak spot, and that the results of ir- 
rigation (which in our dry climate, 
shall I say, is a process against na- 
ture) develops gum disease. 

It may be asked, why do nurserymen 
not invariably bud all citrus’ stock 
reasonably high? Upon inquiry from 
various nurserymen I find that they 
have this trouble in the nursery, and 
that it is most frequently in low-budded 
trees. But the public willl readily un- 
derstand that if a nurseryman can 
sell stock, the roots of which are only 
2 years old, instead of stock with ¢three- 
year-old roots, he is going to do so, 
and thus save himself a year’s in- 
terest, labor and expense. 

It appears that in order to bud a tree 
five or six inches above ground-level, 
the stock must be thick and strong, 
and this takes three years’ growth. 
When buds are inserted in two-year- 
old stock it must be placed very low 
down, otherwise the first wind would 
snap it at the junction, and it is among 
such trees that gum disease readily 
breaks out. 

If any ene setting out even highly- 
budded trees ignorantly plants the bud 
junation in the soil, he induces such 
to produce gum disease; the bud must 
stand well clear of the soil to escape 
danger. 

In- dealing with the trouble the car- 
bolic acid and tar treatment prescribed 
by Dr. Woodbridge and-others whose 
opinions are valued, has proved effi- 
cacious, and one preventive measure in 
the case of trees planted with the bud 
too close to the ground, is, to hoe the 
soil away from the bark after irriga- 
} tion and during wet weather in winter 
let the bud stand clear. 

It is a most vexatious matter to suf- 
fer from causes which are in a meas- 
ure preventable. Many, hew to orchard 
work, are ignorant of such facts: and 
with a view to helping such men and 
in the interest generally of citrus grow- 
ers, it may be that through further ex- 
pression of experienced opinions, moré 
light may be thrown upon the subject.

It is believed that 
fully 50,000 sheep have been sheared 
within twenty miles of Pomona this 
year. 


The American Hide Trade. 
[Pacific Rural Press:] A duty of 2 
cents per pound on hides, as proposed 
by the Dingley Bill, would, on the basis 
of present importations, yield a revenue 
of $3,000,000 per year. The figures of 
import for five years have been: 


1892 ee ee eee $26,800,218 
1893 28,347,896 


As hids have been admitted free un- 
der both the McKinley and Wilson 
schedules, the drop of 1894 must be as- 
cribed solely to the hard times.; The 
imports of 1896 exceed those of any pre- 
vious year. We export something less 
than $4,000,000 worth of hides annually, 
netrly all to France, Germany and Can- 
ada. Our imports of hides are princi- 
pally from. South America, though 


nearly all European countries send us 
moderate supplies. It appears that 
American cattle furnish thin hides, 
their skin being thin, but covered with 
much hair to protect them from the 
weather. The South American cattle, 
on the other hand, have little hair, but 
thick skins, to protect them from in- 
sects. It is likely that a good share of 
the hides we get from England—30,- 
000,000 pounds last year—were South 
American hides the English had in 


trade with those countries. 


Samuel Cushman, who is an au- 
thority on poultry, gives the following 
advice upon selecting stock, either for 
crossing or for pure breeding: ‘“Re- 
member that the choice of individuals 
is as important as the selection of the 
breed. Don’t be satisfied with the cheap- 
est, meanest specimens, for a pure-bred 
fowl or animal has as strong a tendency 
to perpetuate its inferior qualities as 
its superior qualities. Secure the most 
vigorous and thrifty specimens that 
can be found. If possible, secure the 
best in this respect out of a flock of 
several hundred, and do it every time 
you select your breeders.” 


Poultry Points. 


[The Poultry-Keeper:] There is but 
One sure method of cleaning earth 
floors, and that is to remove the top 
soil to a depth of four inches and add 
clean earth in its place. This is usyally 
done every summer, fall and spring, 
and the floor kept well covered with 
litter, leaves being best for that pur- 
pose. During the summer air-slaked 
lime is applied once a week, thus may 
destroying the germs of any disease 
that may probably have existed, and 
thereby lessening the liability of loss. 

Cut hay, straw, grass, etc., are un- 
necessary in summer. The best mate- 
rial for nest boxes in summer is earth. 
Take a soap box, cover the bottom with 
four inches of dry earth, sprinkle some 
fresh insect powder over the earth, and 
the nest will be complete. The nest 
should be made new with fresh earth 
at least once a week, as it may happen 
that an egg will be broken in it, the 
earth then being an excellent absorb- 
ent. Keep the nest box in a cool place, 
where the laying hen will be comforta- 
ble when she is on the nest. 

How to keep eggs for hatching. First, 
wrap each egg in tissue paper and place 
them in a box, using dry oats to fill 
between the spaces. Put the box in a 
cool place and turn it upside’ down 


(which, of course, turns the egg) three 
times a week. Put-the 


ends down (either end,) and handle the 
box gently. They should keep a~nonth 
and hatch. ‘ 

During the summer, and especially on 
very warm nights, the hens sometimes 
suffer severely, if crowded, and secure 
no rest, to say nothing of the better 
advantages in favor of lice. Each hen 
should have one foot of room on the 
roost and ten square feet of space in 
the poultry house, or ten hens in a 
house ten feet square. In winter, as 
many as twenty hens may be kept 
in such a house, but in summer the 
hens require more breathing space, 
and if crowded too much wit] not lay 
as many eggs as a smaller flock. 

When you see a chick or fowl droop, 
have fits, or stagger, leok closely on 
the skin of the head and neck for the 
large 
drops of melted lard, and it will soon 
revive, unless in case of a hen shat 
may have vertigo from = being over 
fat. Young turkeys are killed mostly 
by the large gray louse on the heads. 

Oats make the best feod for summer 
if grain is allowed. Some object to 
oats, claiming that they cause. crop 
bound, but this is not true. Injury may 
have been the result when fowls could 
get no grit, but no harm will result 
from feeding oats when plenty of sharp 
grit is supplied. Oats are not as fat- 
tening as corn or wheat, and should 
be used at this season of the year. 

“Spade up the yards” should be a 
sign on every poultry fence. In no 
other manner can disease be better 
prevented than by occasionally spading 
or plowing the yard, and at no sea- 
son is such work more important than 
in summer, Before so doing, scatter 
lime freely on the surface, and then 
scatter it again over the ground after 
spading. Lime prevents roup, gapes 
and cholera. 

Sulphur fumes.are destructive to lice 
and to all other forms of life. If sul- 
phur is burned in a poultry house it 
will avail nothing unless the house is 
made as nearly tight as possible. 
First, close the cracks, holes or en- 
trances, touch a match to the sulphur 
(first pouring a little alcohol around 
t, to assist in the burning,) get out- 
side quickly, shut the door, and leave 
the house closed for two hours, when 
the process should be repeated. 

An egg will remain fresh but a short 
time during very warm days, and es- 
pecially if left in the nest, to be occa- 
sionally warmed by the hens when 
they go on the nest to lay. When they 
become very stale, there is sometimes 
an accumulation of gas, the conse- 
quence being that the egg will burst 
in the nest, discharging its contents 


over the materials in the nests and 
over the hens. As the lice delight in 
filth, this condition of things will be 


very favorable to them and they will 
mutiply so rapidly as to cause surprise. 
Never use eggs as nest ess at any 
season of the year. 


A creamery cannot be operated with 
profit to the shareholders unless it 
handles about five tons of milk daily, 
which will require about four hundred 
cows. There is more expense in run- 
ning a creamery than appears at first 
glance. and it costs considerable to 
erect buildings and put in machinery, 
but they will pay all right if you can 
milk enough.

BRITISH INVESTORS.

MORTGAGES AND TRUST DEEDS.

“It is a remarkable fact that no 
landlord ever exacts as much rent from 
a tenant as the oroperty is worth— 
at least we are led to infer so from 
the fact that, when a piece of prop- 
erty is offered for sale, the sller al- 
most invariably makes out that it can 
be made to yield a inuch larger in- 
come than he derives from it. <All the 
house needs is just to be whitewashed 
and painted ($100 would easily cover 
the cost,) and then it would rent for 
$75 a month as easy as 65. It is the 
same with store property. The land- 
lord more generally excuses the low 
rent of it on the ground of his foolish 
leniency. ‘Well, the ‘fact is,’ he says, 
‘although I am only. getting $125, I 
could just as easily get 8150 for the 
store; but the tenant is a good fellow, 
works hard and gives no bother, and 
so I let him off with $i25: but any one 
who had a mind to he close could just 
as easily get $150 as not.’ Assays con- 
tinue to show that green is a color 
which is still found in larze quantities 
in the human eye.”

Nine children go to the 310,600 school- 
house, and there is standing, like a 
monument of folly, a waterworks sys- 
tem that cost some eastern plutocrat 
$36,000. The town never paid a cent of 
principal or interest on all this and 
never will. It is not to be wondered 
at if the East is somewnat tired of 
hearing of Kansas investments after 
such experiences.”” The showing is not 
to be surpassed in the nation for fool- 
ish wastefulness of nmioney and _ the 
problem of getting out of the wvredica- 
ment in which the investrs have placed 
themselves is a serious one. A whole- 
sale reorganization with a general fore- 
closure of scaling down of the debt is 
about the only plan that seems feasible.

Boring for O11 Develops a Mineral 
Water Flow. 

News was brought to The Times 
office yesterday that in boring for oil in 
a tract near the Baptist College, @ flow 
of mineral water had been struck The 
facts, as wellas can be ascertained are 
as follows: 

The well in question is situated about 
one-quarter of a mile north of the Bap- 
tist College. It is said to belong to 
S. A. Connon, formerly of the eil firm 
of Doheny & Connon. That, however, 
is a fact that could not be accurately 
determined. There was no one at the 
mill when a Times reporter visited it, 
but from a neighbor the following in- 
formation concerning it was obtained: 

The tract in which the well is sit- 

uated is a basin sloping to the south. It 
was at a depth of about four hundred 
feet that the water was struck. The 
flow was so great that it filled the pipe 
in a few moments running over the 
top casing to a height of three inches. 
It was at first supposed by the fore- 
man in charge of the work to be a 
small vein that would quickly exhaust 
itself, but as it continued to yield a 
steady flow all the first day it was 
decided to cease further operations and 
await results. From that time (last 
Monday,) to the present it has poured 
forth a steady stream of water, nor has 
the quantity increased or diminished. 
In volume it is equal to about two and 
one-half miners’ inches and, although 
it has been flowing less than four days 
it has formed a small lake on the north 
side of First street, which there in- 
tersects the grounds of the Baptist 
College and the tract- on which this 
well is situated. 
“KA cursory examination of the water 
shows it to be impregnated with iron. 
There is also evidence of sulphur, but 
this is not sufficiently dominant as to 
render it unpleasant to the _ taste. 
Standing close to the well there can 
from time to time be heard a heavy 
gurgling in the casing as of gas escap- 
ing. 

To the north of this well and less 
than one-half mile distant is another 
well, which is being sunk by Chapman 
and Davie of this city. On Wednesday 
afternoon last when down about 480 
feet a body of water similar in ap- 
pearance to that which is flowing from 
the well abéve mentioned was struck. 
The foreman, speaking of the flow, 
which is about two miner’s inches, said 
he could not tell whether the stream 
now coming up through the casing 
was going to be short-lived or not. 
Since Wednesday afternoon, when it 
was first struck, the flow has been 
steady, running about two inches over 
the top of the casing. 


SANCHEZ HELD. 
He Mast Stand 


Trial for Assault -to 
Kill, 


Justice Morrison yesterday decided 
that Thomas Sanchez must stand trial 
for the attempt to kill Nellie Stone, for 
which he was arrested some weeks ago. 
The evidence brought forward at the 
preliminary examination yesterday 
showed that Sanchez went forth on the 
night of April 24 to pay a visit to 
the Alameda-street district of the city. 
The Mexican was slightly under the in- 
fluence of liquor. He used vulgar 
language in addressing the woman 
Nellie Stone, and a quarrel sprang up. 

Sanchez says Nellie Stone’ threw 
water on him from the window. Any- 
way, Sanchez drew a revolver and fired 
through the window. Then he ran 
away, but~was captured in a very 
little while by Officer C. G. Sawyer. 
In his possession was found a revolver 
of which one chamber was empty. A 
bullet was found in the wall of the. wo- 
man’s room of the same size as those 
in the pistol. Justice Morrison thought 
the evidence sufficient to warrant the 
holding of the man, with bonds fixed at 
$1600.

TAX ON LEGACIES. The important 
news oomes from Chicago that the in- 
heritance tax law has been declared 
valid by the Supreme Court of Illinois. 
The objpection was made that the law 
was unconstitutional, and when it was 
endeavored to enforce it in the collec- 
tion of taxes, attorneys appealed to the 
Supreme Court. The test case decided, 
that of Kochersperger against Drake, 
was an effort to collect 1 per cent. in- 
heritance tax on the estate of the late 
John B. Drake. Judge Carter, after 
an extended hearing, decided that the 
law was not supported by the consti- 
tution of Illinois, and from this de- 
cision the county took an appeal. The 
Judge stated in his decision that he be- 
lieved strongly in the principle of the 
inheritance tax. The chief objection 
to the one before him was a technical 
defect. 

The inheritance tax places in one 
class parents, husband, wife, child, 
brother or sister, or the husband or a 
daughter or children adopted, and upon 
each of these levies a tax of $1 on $100 
of any gift of bequest passing to him or 
her, providing an estate valued at less 
than $20,000 is to be exempt from the 


tax. 

With the exemption noted, there can 
be no charge of injustice against such 
a tax, while the State will derive there- 
from a large income.

RAILWAY CONDUCTORS RECEIVE 
A HOSPITABLE WELCOME, 


Twelve Hundred Visitors Are Driven 
About the City—New Directors 


and New Officers for the Electric 
Road—Death of an Old Resident. 


PASADENA, May 13.—[{Regular Cor- 
respondence.] Pasadena gave hospi- 
table welcome this morning to the 
railway conductors and their wives, 
daughters and sweethearts. The num- 
ber of visitors proved far greater than 
Was expected, and was roughly esti- 
mated as at least 1200, but all were 
made welcome and all had opportun- 
ity to see the beauties of the city. 
Though the means of transportation 
were severely taxed, so that even hay 
Wagons and express wagons had t6 be

Many stops were made that they might 
have the novel experience of gather- 
ing lemons and oranges from the trees. 
When the excursionists returned to 
the special trains which were to take 
them back to Los Angeles, they found 
the coaches beautifully decorated with 
callas. the work of the ladies who had 
assisted in making the reception a suc-

left, Pasadena made 1200 warm friends 
today.

City Trastees Proceedings—A Public 
Park Talked Of. 

SAN PEDRO, May 13.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] The City Board of Trus- 
tees met in adjourned session last 
Tuesday evening and transacted the 
following business: Bids were opened 
for building a windmill and tank to 


| be used for pumping and storing water 


from the bay for the purpose of street 
sprinkling; the contract was to Fair- 
banks & Co. of Los Angeles, the amount 
of their bid being $300. A petition from 
E. Mahar to grade, curb and sidewalk 
Sixth street was granted and an ordi- 
nance to authorize the work was read 
for the first time. 

The electric light company is busy 
erecting additional poles in the south- 
ern part of the city. One hundred elec- 
tric street lamps are to be put in. 

Rumor has it that parties are about 
to give the city a forty-acre tract of 
land west of the city to be used as a 
public park, providing proper walks, 
Shade trees and building suitable. for 
such purpose be put thereon. The site 
is beyond comparison, for it affords a 
grand view of the ocean and surround- 
ing country as far back as the San 
Bernardino range, and with proper 
handling this could be made one of the 
finest parks in Southern California. 

The directors of the Pavilion Build- 
ing Association met at the City Hall 
last evening and C. Jorgensen and Mr. 
Thornton presented a sketch of a pro- 
posed pavilion, which was accepted; to- 
day they will draw up plans and spe- 
cifications and tonight the directors 
will act on them, advertising for bids 
for the work. This pavilion, when built, 
will be a great attraction, and will be 
completed at an early date in June, 
and with the bathing, boating and fish- 
ing to be had here, will make San 
Pedro one of the leading summer re- 
sorts of Southern California.

Uniwersalist Convention—Mr. Patter- 
son Explains His Vote. 

POMONA, May 13.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Rev. E. E. Hammond ad- 
dressed the delegate sto the Universal- 
ist State Convention Tuesday evening 
on the subjéct, “True Liberal Chris- 
tianity,”’ taking as his text “The lib- 
eral deviseth liberal things, and by 
liberal things shall he stand.”’ The line 
of thought was that true liberal Chris- 
tianity demands of man the education 
of all his religious attributes. As in 
secular education a man is liberally 
educated who is acquainted with a 
large number of the branches of knowl- 
edge, so in religion the true liberal is 
not agnostic nor one who declines the 
teachings of Christianity, but one who 
submits himself to the truths taught by 
Jesus. This argument was elaborated 
in a strong doctrinal sermon which pre- 
sented the tenets of the Universalist 
Church in clear and succinct terms. 

Wednesday morning’s session was 
devoted to reports f:om the churches 
of the State, in which many minor 
points of interest to members of the 
denomination were brought out. This 
was followed by a sermon by Rev. A. 
A. Rice of Los Angeles, on the topic; 
“Show Your Faith by Works.” The 
speaker lamented the weakness of 
Universalism in California, but claimed 
that that did not deprive the few mem- 
bers of the church from believing that 
their faith is still the broadest, bi- 
gest and best faith. 

The Wednesday afternoon § session 
was under the auspices of the Univers- 
alist Women’s Ajsssociation, of which 
the president is Mrs. H. B. Manford 
of Pasadena. 

Mrs. Gould of Pasadena, secretary 
of the association, read her annual re- 
port, There have been seven life mem- 
bers added to the roll during the past 
year, each paying $20. 

Mrs. Conger, the treasurer, was not 
present; the secretary read her report, 
showing receipts for the year, $177; ex- 
penditures, $25. 

Reports from the Ladies’ Aid socie- 
ties showed that the work had been suc- 
cessfully conducted through the past 
year. 

The reports showed active Universal- 
ist societies in Pasadena, Riverside, 
Los Angeles, San Diego, Santa Paula, 
Oakland and Pomona, with Sunday- 
schools in one or two other places in 
the State, 

EXPLAINS HIS VOTE. 

There has been considerable talk to- 
day about the vote cast by Mayor Pat- 
terson yesterday against the passage 
of the saloon license. Mr. Patterson 
was seen today by the correspondent, 
and he said that he voted against the 
ordinance to hold it back in the hope 
of securing its amendment in such way 
as to make the licenses under it pay- 
able to the City Treasurer, in the be- 
lief that thereby the city would avoid 
the necessity of giving the Marshal”5 
per cent. of the license money for col- 
lecting it. As it is expected to raise 
$2000 from two saloons, the Marshal will 
have a commission of $100 per year un- 
der the license as it now stands. Mr. 
Patterson declares that he still favors 
the ordinance, but wanted it amended 
in that one respect.

RANDSBURG. 


Another Mail Route Promised—Min- 
ing Notes and Accidents. 
RANDSBURG, May 10.—[Rezgular Cor- 
respondence.}] Randsburg is to have 
another mail route. After July 1, the 
mail will be carried from Kramer, as 
well as from Mojave, as now. The 
service will be daily, except Sunday, 
and will leave Kramer for Randsburg 
on the arrival of train No. 5, at 2 p.m., 
and returning, will leave Randsburg 
early enough in the morning to connect 
with train No. 6, paseing Kramer at 
ll a.m., east. This will be a decided 
benefit to this place, and will give sev- 
eral hours quicker communication to 

all points north and south. 

The excitement still keeps up over 
the new strike on the Alameda. Peo- 
ple were passing to and from the mine 
all day yesterday and today. George 
W. Fugard and @ man named Place 
have taken a contract to sink another 
shaft a little distance from the strike, 
on the same terms as Finch, and began 
work today. 

F. Cc. Kearney is pushing work on 
the Gold Bug about twelve miles east, 
and is now down 140 feet, with drifts 
50 and 75 feet each way. The ore body 
is rich, with varying thickness. Some 
has been taken to the cyanide mill at 
Garlock for treatment. The ore is not 
entirely free milling. He has begun 
sinking a shaft on the Treasury, a vein 
running parallell with the Gold Bug, 
and within the 300-foot limit. On this 
he has a vein of shipping ore, one foot 
or more in thickness, which is worth 
$50 a ton. There is considerable ac- 
tivity in that neighborhood, and there 
are from fifty to seventy-live men at 
work in the El Paso district, and all 
doing well.

The hole in this is 9% 
inches in diameter, and the company 
expects to sink it to the same depth 
as the last one, 250 feet.

About three- 
quarters of a mile below town they 
met a water wagon, and on turning 
out, the buggy upset, throwing 
Burcham violently to the ground. His 
right foot was rather badly sprained 
or broken, and he could not rise to 
hts feet. The horse went but a short 
distance farther and stopped. D. ; 
Pyle and Mr. Williams, who were at 
the St. Elmo, and saw him pass down, 
knew that it was likely to end in 
trouble, so they got into a buggy and 
followed. They brought Mr. Burcham 
home and summoned Dr. Ormsby to 
attend to his injured foot, which was 
badly swollen by the time they got 
him home. 

Another accident occurred a few 
days ago, resulting in a young man 
named L. C. Warden of San Bernar- 
dino getting his leg broken at the 
knee. He was driving a team for 
George M. Bevan of the bottling 
works, hauling a load of ice from 
Kramer in the night. Some four miles 
beyond the half-way house his team 
became tangled up and he got off to 
straighten them out, and on attempt- 
ing to get on again the team started, 
throwing him under the wheel, which 
passed over his leg, breaking it at 
the knee. The horses stopped at the 
word, and he succeeded in crawling 
on the wagon and drove to the half- 
way house, and from there another 
man came in with him.

The old log was at one time the 
most of a schooner that came around 
the Horn and was wrecked in the chan- 
nel. The history of this stick, from the 
time it was a pine nut, swinging in the 
soughing breeze down to the time of 
its being strung with the catgut, is 
all musical. No wonder the first sweep 
of the bow across this wonderful in- 
strument in the presence of apprecia- 
tive ears; brought the builder $500, and 
each succeeding ‘“‘saw’’ Will bring him 
more money, as he has enough worm- 
eaten wood from the same stick to 
make a dozen fiddies. He was two 
months in making this one, and as soon 
as completed and tested, it was sold 
to Dr. Williams of New York City, for 
the sum mentioned. The doctor is in 
Los Angeles now and Starts east in a 
day or two. The instrument will be 
forwarded to him at once and he will 
have it varnished and finished by the 
best expert to be found, and wil] pre- 
sent it to one of his business part- 
ners, who is a noted musician. Mr.

RICH MINES.

THE JURY FAIL TO AGREE UPON A

The Saperior Judges Form Rules for 
the Board of Examiners for the 
Alleged Insane—Mrs. Lucas 
Awarded Damages. 


At the City Hall yesterday the Board 
of Park Commissioners met in regular 
session and awarded the contract for 
boating privileges at Westlake Park 
to Newell Brothers. The Sewer Com- 
mittee filed a brief report and the Board 
of Public Works investigated the pro- 
posed Plaza-Griffin avenue boulevard. 

At the Courthouse yesterday. the Su- 
perior Judges met and formed rules for 
the selection in rotation of the Board 
of Examiners appointed under the new 
act providing for the examination of 
the alleged insane, and three patients 
were committed to the asylum at High- 
land. Ezra Cokahnour was tried for 
arson before Judge Smith and the Jury 
failed to agree upon a verdict. Judge 
Shaw awarded Mrs. Lucas $3000 dam- 
ages against Radcliffe and her daughter 
$500 damages, also against Radcliffe.

WORK IN THE PARKS. 


PLANTS PROPAGATED, LAWNS 
SOWN AND ROADS REGRADED. 


Roating Privileges for Westiake 
Park Awarded to Newell Bros. 
for #1460 Upon Certain Condi- 
tions—Donations to be Recorded. 


The Board of Park Commissioners 
met yesterday morning at 10 o'clock 
in the committee-room of the Mayor's 
office. Commissioners Teed, Griffith, 
Waters and Workman and Mayor 
Snyder were present. 

It was ordered that all donations to 
the parks and the names of donors be 
kept by the secretary in a book pro- 
vided for that purpose. 

The Park Superintendent reported 
that A. E. Senseney had donated an 
euonymus ‘for planting in the parks. 

It was decided to transfer Frank | 
Adams from Central Park to West- 
lake Park, and to appoint Frank 
Hutchings as foreman of Central Park. 

Park Superintendent Garey reported 
the following work done in the parks: 
Central Park, 20 loads of manure, 450 
petunias, 100 verbenas, 200 salvias set 
out; East Los Angeles Park, 50,500 
plants propagated during the months 
of March and April; Elysian Park, nur- 
sery department; 10,000 plants propa- 
gated during the months of March an 
April; Hollenbeck Park, 38 loads of 
manure hauled in April, 7 loads of 
gravel, 6 loads of mulching, 6680 square 
feet of lawn sown in April, 10,000 square 
feet in February; plants set out, 1600 
verbenas, 200 salvias, 200 ivy geraniums, 
300 acacias and eucalyptus, 60 blue mar- 
guerités, a total of 2365 plants; Elysian 
Park, 1200 feet of road regraded, 4 
cultivators continually cultivating the 
groves during April; Echo Park, dur- 
ing Februray, 70 Oregon maples and 
1500 seedling flowering plants were set 
out; 1881 feet of 4-inch pipe and 1000 
feet of 2-inch pipe were laid in April, 
54 loads of soil and 11 loads of manure 
were hauled. 

A proposition from P. Casuolo to lease 
a@ portion of Elysian Park for $60 cash 
in advance for planting potatoes, Was 
received and lafd over. 

The Park Superintendent Was 
directed to sprinkle the new boulevard 
as early as possible. 

. The following proposals to lease the 
boating privileges of Westlake Park 
were opened and declared: Newell 
Brothers, for $1460 for a term of two 
years; M. K. Parkinson for $650 for two 
years; D. E. McKillip for $1205 for two 
years. 

On motion of Commissioner Waters 
the bid of Newell Brothers was ac- 
cepted’ with the following conditions, 
$200 in cash to be paid in advance, and 
$52.50 in advance monthly, lease to run 
from May 15, and to be secured by a 
bond of $1500. 

Commissioner Waters Was appointed 
a member of the Finance Committee 
in place of Commissioner Stewart, re- 
signed. 


No Cause for Alarm. 

A number cf. inquiries were made 
yesterday at the Health Office about a 
reported outbreak of diphtheria in the 
neighborhood of the Union-avenue 
school. Clerk Reed told all inquirers 
that there was no cause for alarm. 
There had been only two cases re- 
ported, one of which was fatal, al- 
though there was some doubt as to 
diphtheria being the cause of death, 
and the other case was now recovering. 
AS a matter of fact, there are very few 
cases on record in the city, and these 


are mostly in the Sixth and Seventh 
Wards. 


Cash for Franchises. 

City Clerk Hance yesterday turned 
over to the City Treasurer $5351 paid 
by J. C. Lynch for the San Pedro 
Street railway franchise, $760 paid by 
ee od Gray, paid for the electric- 
power franchise, and $111 -paid by the 
Home Telephone Company for a tele- 
phone franchise.

TRIED FOR ARSON. 


EZRA N. COKAHNOUR TELLS OF 
HIS UNFORTUNATE ACCIDENT. 


The Jary Deliberates for Two Hours 
and Fails to Agree Upon a Ver- 
dict — Cokahnour Dentes His 
Written and Signed Confession. 


The case of the people of the State 
of California against Ezra N. Cokah- 
nour, charged with arson, was called 
for trial before Judge B. N. Smith yes- 
terday in Department One of the Su- 
perior Court. Nearly the entire fore- 
noon was spent in impaneling the 
jury, and the taking of testimony con- 
sumed but a very short time. The evi- 
dence was all in by 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon, and as the arguments of 
counsel on both sides were very brief, 
the case went to the jury shortly after 
3 o'clock. 

At 4:30 a knock was heard on the door 
of the jury room and the jurors told the 
bailiff that they could not reach an 
agreement. At about 5 o'clock they 
were asked if they had agreed, and 
When Judge Smith found that they 
had not done so, he ordered them dis- 
missed. Six of the jurors were for ac- 
quittal and six voted to find the de-. 
fendant guilty. 

Constable B. R. Davisson of Duarte 
and Justice of the Peace Cyrus F. 
Cooke of Monrovia were the principal 
Witnesses for the prosecution. “Cokah- 
nour was charged with having entered 
the house of John Baxter, for whom 
he had been working as a ranch hand, 
with burglaricus intent, and in some 
manner set fire to and burned the house. 
On the night the hotise was burned 
Cokahnour came to Davisson's house 
and wakened him. He then confessed 
entefing the house, according to Davis- 
son's testimony, to rob it, and said the 
fire was accidental, some bed clothing 
having ignited from a lamp he had 
placed on the floor. 

After Cokahnour had told the con- 
Stable all about the matter he urgently 
requested that he be taken before a 
magistrate and allowed to swear to a 
confession of his crime. Davisson ac- 
cordingly took the man to Justice 
Cooke's house at Monrovia, and waken- 
ing Cooke, proceeded to take Cokah- 
nour’s confession, which the latter 
signed. This confession was introduced 
as evidence yesterday and reads as 
follows: 

“Il,Ezra N. Cokahnour of Duarte, hereby 
make this confession. That on the morn- 
ing of April 12, 1897, I did deliberately 
set fire to the dwelling house of John 
Baxter in Duarte. I hereby certify and 
state that I had been drinking and be- 
ing in trouble and wanting money to 
send to my mother, from whom I had 
just received a letter apprising me of 
the death of my sister, and being in 
this great trouble and under the in- 
fluence of liquor I scarcely realized 
what I was about until after I had set 
the fire. I am now abie to realize and 
understand the gravity of the offense, 
and am sorry that I committed the 
deed. EZRA N. COKAHNOUR., 
“Subscribed to before me, this 12th day 

of April, 1897. CYRUS F. COOKE, ' 

“Justice of the Peace.” 

Both Davisson and Cooke testified 
that Cokahnour told them he entered 
the house to rob it, and set fire to the 
bedclothing accidentally. 

Cokahnour took the witness-stand in 
his own detense, and told the following 
story: Hie left Duarte for Los An- 
geles, Where he collected some money 
and went to San Pedro. He got drunk 
at that town and spent nearly all he 
had. After his coin was about all gone 
he opened a letter he had received 
before leaving Duarte. This letter 
proved to be from his mother in Ohio, 
and from it he learned of the death 
of his sister, and that his mother was 
in need of money. Cokahnour was 
overcome with remorse that he had 
spent feolishly the money which might 
have gone toward helping his mother, 
and decided to go to John Baxter, his 
former employer, at Duarte, and bor- 
row some money from him. 

He arrived at Duarte late at night 
and found that Baxter had gone away. 
He entered the house and lighted a 
lamp, taking it into the bedroom, where 
he intenced to go to bed. He placed it 
on the floor and turned his back. No 
sooner had he done so than he noticed 
that the bed clothing on the bed near 
which he had placed the lamp was on 
fire. He ran out the back door to the 
pump, but the pump was dry. Not 
waiting to prime it, he ran back to 
the burning flames. Finding that they 
had gained such headway that noth- 
ing could be done to save the house, 
he ran out the door and into the night 
half-crazed. 

Cokahnour went to the house. of 
Constaole Davisson, told him of the in- 
cident, and went with Davisson to 
Monrevia, and called Justice Cooke 
out of bed. He signed a paper tere, 
but did not know what it was. He 
never told either the Constable orJustice 
that he entered the house for the pur- 
pose of robbing it, he said. 

John Baxter was called by the de- 
fense, and said that Cokahnour had 
permission to enter his house to sleep 
and eat there whenever he pleased, 
whether Baxter was at home or not. 
Baxter tastified that he would not 
have been more surprised at the affair 
had his own parents been the.ones who 
had been the principals in the matter. 
He said he had always considered the 
whole business an accident, and. al- 
though he lost considerable by the fire, 
he still had a good opinion of Cokah- 
nour. Baxter's younger brother was 
then called to testify as to Cokanour's 
good reputation for truth, veracity, etc., 
and the defense rested their case. 

Cokahnour’s action in makine a con- 
feasion and wishing to be sent to Los 
Angeles at once, before daylight, has 
heen the cause of much wonderment. 
Constable Davisson explains why 
Cokahnour gave himself up in the fol- 
lowing manner: Cokanhour was 
standing in a hedge about one hundred 
vards from house before the 
fire had broken out. G. M. Wetzell 


Twenty-eighth street was. 


was riding home from chufch on a 
bicycle, and paseed near Cokahnour, 
speaking to him as he passed by. Cok- 
ahnour ran and Wetzell ran after him 
a short distance, failing to overtake 
him. While this was going on, a, 
crowd of colored people who were com- 
ing home from a dance saw the house 
in flames, and ran toward it calling 
out and making considerable noise. 
Davisson says Cokahnour heard all this 
hullabaloo and thought a crowd was 
after him. To prove this contention, 
Davisson refers to the remark Cokah- 
nour made, when they etarted from 
Pavisson’s house for Justice 
The Constable started to turn down 
the road leading to Baxter's place, and 
Cokahnoud said: “For God's sake, don’t 
x0 down there, there’s a miob there.” 


INSANE COMMITMENTS. 


Three Men Sent to the State Asylam 
at Highland. 

For the first time since the fifth of 
this month insane patients have been 
committed to the asylum at Highland. 
J. W. Devin, J. W. Jackson and J. M. 
Brownett were committed yesterday 
by Judge Walter Van Dyke, after be- 
ing examined by Drs. Cochran and 
Orme. 

John W. Devin is a homeless la- 
borer, 32 years of age. He was placed 
in jail on a charge of vagrancy, but it 
was soon discovered that he was not 
right mentally. He imagines people are 
conspiring to do him injury, and one 
day in the County Jail he struck one 
of his fellow-prisoners without warn- 
ing or provocation, imagining he was 
doing so in self-protection. He was 
taken to the asylum last night. 

Jacob M. Brownett, alias Jacob Mel- 
zer, is a clam digger who lived at 
Santa Monica. He is 57 years of age 
and has five children, the youngest of 
whom is about 21 years old. Brownett 
is very noisy on the streets and thinks 
he must tell his fellow-men how to 
prevent poverty. He spends a great 
deal of time in howling and screaming, 
and is continually excited, and has fre- 
quent spells in which he becomes very 
violent. 

J. W. Jackson is a colored preacher 
and lecturer, aged 43. He imagines he 
is immensely wealthy, and although 
he has been in jail ten days, is as in- 
sane as when arrested. Jackson and 
Brownett were taken with Devin to 
Highland last night. 

IN REGULAR ROTATION. 
Board of Examiners of Alleged In- 
sane Will be Called in Order. 
The Superior Judges met yesterday 
morning and drew up and signed the 

following: 

“In the matter of the examination of 
persons under detention, alleged to be 
insane, authorized under the act ap- 
proved March 31, 1897, entitled ‘An act 
to establish a State Lunacy Commis- 
sion, ete.,’ it is, by the Superior Court 
of Los Angeles county, ordered that, as 
to all applications for commitment, ex- 
amination and hearing, the following 
rules shall be observed: 

“First—All applications for commit- 
ment under this aet shall be filed with 
the clerk of this court. (In room 10 at 
the County Courthouse.) 

‘“Second—Immediately upon the fil- 
ing of such application, it shall be the 
duty of the clerk to notify two of the 
members of the board of examiners 
of the filing. of such application. The 
clerk, in determining the members of 
such board of examiners so to be no- 
tified, shall observe the following rules: 
He shall prepare and keep arranged in 
alphabetical order, the names of the 
members of the board, and the notifi- 
cation shall be in the order in which 
their names shall appear upon the list. 
Provided, ‘however, that if, for any 
reason, a member of the board cannot 
serve when notified, upon notice in 
writing to that effect to the clerk, or 
if the examiner called upon is absent 
from the city, the examiner next upon 
the list shall be notified, to the end 
that in the selection and designation of 
such examiners the same shall be made 
in regular rotation without preference 
one over the other. 

“Third—The clerk shall deliver ap- 
plication to such designated members 
of the board of examiners, who shall 
make the examination as in such act 
required, and return to one of the 
judges of this court the application sq 
furnished them by the clerk, together 
with their certificate of lunacy as pro- 
vided for in the act.

JUDGMENT AGAINST RADCLIFFE. 


| Mrs. Mary I. Lucas and Her Daugh- 


ter Awarded Damages. 

The trial of the case of Mrs. Mary I. 
Lucas against William McDermott and 
Albert Radcliffe was concluded before 
Judge Lucien Shaw in Department Five 
yesterday. Mrs. Lucas prayed for $5000 
damages for injuries received in a run- 
away which occurred while she was rid- 
ing in a coupé driven by Radcliffe and 
owned by McDermott. 

Judge Shaw ordered that a judgment 
of $3000 he" entered in Mrs. Lucas’s 
favor against Radcliffe, but that she 
he allowed to recover nothing from 
McDermott. Asa similar suit had been 
filed for $10,000 damages by Mrs. 
Lucas’s little daughter, who was with 
her at the time of the runaway, Judge 
Shaw passed upon that case also on the 
same evidence, and awarded the child a 
judgment of $500. This was also against 
Radcliffe. and no judgment was or- 
dered against McDermott. 

As Radcliffe has left this part of the 
country, neither of these judgments is 
liable to ever be realized upon.
